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Editorial 





The Anti-Nazi League was founded in 1977 as a broad-based, anti-fascist organisation that 
succeeded in mobilising thousands of people with different politics against the National 
Front. Following the Front’s humiliation in the general elections, many people, including 
the ‘leadership’ of the ANL turned their attention to other fields. But late last year, in 
response partly to the British Movement’s influence on young people and partly to fascist 
terror attacks in Europe, the ANL was ‘revived’. There were press conferences, Interna- 
tional and Youth conferences, the promise of new ideas and initiatives. 

But what on earth has happened to it now? During the summer we have only heard com- 
plaints, ranging from pure inefficiency to the latest highly disturbing reports of the counter 
demonstration to the NF at Fulham, London, on August 30, the day before the Carnival. 
The 100 anti-fascists who did turn up (at least half of whom were from outside London) 
were outnumbered, frightened and horrified by the lack of organisation and response. 

But the ANL can hardly be given all the blame for failing to organise absent supporters. 
The situation now is that there is no anti-racist, anti-fascist movement to speak of. There 
are separate campaigns, hard-working individuals and occasional response from different 
organisations to immediate threats. It is time we came together to build that movement, 
and Searchlight would welcome any ideas or proposals in coming weeks. 

The fact is that while the different fascist groups are still relatively small and forever 
fighting amongst themselves, there have been recent developments that give cause for 
alarm. There will soon be a new realignment among the different factions on the Far Right; 
there have been moves to bridge the gap between some elements of the Tory party and the 
hard line Nazis; but, most alarming of all, is the paramilitary activity which the authorities 
seem reluctant to take seriously. It is good that the Italian fascists were picked up in Lon- 
don, but we wonder if there will be any investigations as to how they got here and who was 
helping them. And of course we are living in a climate of terrible unemployment and in- 
dustrial decline — conditions ripe for the growth of nationalist groups. 

It is not possible to defeat racism and fascism by moving grand resolutions or by worry- 
ing about it. Fascists have to be confronted wherever they appear and it is they who must 
always be on the defensive, not us. While there are active ANL and CARF branches in 
some areas, there is a desperate need for a nationally co-ordinated organisation, that will 
both inspire and inform anti-fascists and anti-racists and provide the tools for the tasks 
ahead. We cannot sit back any longer: the warnings are all there.

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SAFEHOUSE 
THEORY 
PROVED — 
Italian fascists 
seized in 
London 


NINE FUGITIVE Italian Nazis 
were held on September 10 
when London officers of the 
Anti-Terrorist Squad raided 
several addresses in the capital. 
The following day another 
Italian wanted for questioning 
about the Bologna railway sta- 
tion massacre, and about an 
armed raid on a Rome armoury, 
was also detained. Amongst 
those arrested were two 
fascists whom Searchlight 
revealed in August were being 
safehoused in this country by 
British Nazis of the League of St 
George. 


ARMY USED 


After the raids, Scotland Yard issued a 
statement that led some Fleet Street jour- 
nalists to believe that those held were 
associated with the Red Brigades, rather 
than the fascist groups NAR and Third 
Position. They also described them as 
‘small fry’’, and ‘‘punk criminals’’. It had 
previously been disclosed however, in Sear- 
chlight, on London Weekend Television’s 
Credo programme, and in the recently 
screened World in Action, that these 
wanted men and women were being 
sheltered in Britain, and that they were part 
of an international Nazi operation to move 
wanted terrorists to safe havens. It was also 
revealed that the League of St George was 
the British end of this operation. 

Searchlight had also made it clear that 
some six weeks before the Bologna outrage, 
Steve Brady, who was then the League’s In- 
ternational Liaison Officer, had been ap- 
proached to help in the operation, and had 
used his good offices to arrange safe houses 
for some of those now arrested. 

Another key figure is League boss Mike 


Griffin, who it can now be revealed (see 
page 10) has in the past been the first port 
of call in this country for foreign fascists on 
the run. Griffin has particularly strong links 
with Italy, where he owns a second home. 
In London he runs an import-export com- 
pany called Grifucci, which operates from a 
Wembley address and specialises in impor- 
ting and manufacturing pasta products. 
Telephone callers to the firm were answered 
by an Italian, who may have been the same 
young man who has been a house guest of 
the Griffins at their Pinner, Middlesex, 
home. Given the concentration of leading 
League members in those areas, it came as 
no surprise to Searchlight to hear that at 
least two of the safe houses raided by police 
were in Pinner and Harrow. 


FOR NAZI GUN TRAINING 





SERVING British soldiers are 
training members of Nazi organisa- 
tions in this country according to an 
apparently well-informed report in 
the Irish Sunday World. 


A Sunday World article on August 9th 
disclosed that for the last eighteen months 
the army’s Special Investigations Branch 
has been conducting an investigation into 
the involvement of soldiers in paramilitary 
Nazi activity. Strong links are said to have 
been found between soldiers serving in Nor- 
thern Ireland and groups such as British 
Movement and Column 88. The enquiry 
was launched when two soldiers came under 
suspicion for desecrating a synagogue in 
London. 

At the same time, increasing evidence is 
coming to light that Nazis have made 
another push to have their members enroll- 
ed in the Territorial Army, to take advan- 
tage of military training which might then 
be put to political use. In the Watford area, 
several British Movement members have 
joined the TAVR-131 Independent Com- 
mando Squadron, Royal Engineers, based 
at Honeypot Lane in Kingsbury. Two of 
them, Mark Rudd and John Deighton, live 
on the same South Oxhey estate as Nazi 
paramilitary Tony Malski. When police 
raided Deighton’s home recently they 
found a quantity of .303 ammunition and a 
firearm. The gun was not of the same 
calibre as the ammunition, but attempts 
had apparently been made to modify it by 


boring out the barrel. 

The Ministry of Defence has said that a 
person’s membership of British Movement 
‘‘would seem to conflict with his loyalty to 
the TA’’. An internal enquiry is being car- 
ried out by the local TA commanding of- 
ficer, Major David Summers, and the unit 
has been closed down pending its outcome. 

Another recent case involves Michael 
Howarth, a British Movement member in 
Bury, Lancashire. According to allegations 
in a local paper, Howarth, who is also lance 
corporal in the Parachute Regiment Ter- 
ritorials in Oldham, has been involved in 
providing military training for other young 
BM members. His activities came to light 
after a recent court case in which four BM 
activists were convicted of possession of of- 
fensive weapons, including knives, ham- 
mers and a meat cleaver, following a police 
raid on Howarth’s home in July. The men 
claimed that they were providing ‘protec- 
tion’ for his wife while Howarth was away 
on Territorial Army exercises in Norfolk. 

The mother of one of the convicted 
youths told the Bury Metro News that her 
son was a member of the British Movement 
and had been away on military training only 
the previous weekend, at nearby Deeply 
Dale. 

In Birmingham, a British Movement 
member is known to be a member of the 
elite TA-SAS unit, and in Manchester Na- 
tional Front members are also known to 
have joined up. The League of St George’s 
current International Liaison Officer, Don 


Turner, who works as a casual packer on 
Fleet Street, was recently prevailed upon to 
give up his officer’s commission in the TA. 

Following the recent publicity over in- 
filtration of the TA in Watford, leading 
Nazis are known to have been discussing 
alternative means of obtaining special train- 
ing for their members. If they are forced 
out of the Territorials it seems likely that 
they will make efforts to join the Special 
Constabulary. 

A public controversy broke out five years 
ago when Searchlight revealed that Nazis, 
including Column 88 ‘Intelligence Officer’ 
Les Vaughan, had infiltrated the TA and 
were organising exercises in which Nazi 
units were pitted against regular TA units.

NF FACTIONS COMBINE FORCES IN 


CAMPAIGN OF VIOLENCE AGAINST LEFT 





RECENT MONTHS have witnessed a 
dramatic rise in street-level violence 
from Nazi groups. The rate of racial 
attacks has spiralled while political op- 
ponents — socialists and anti-fascists 
— have come in for increased atten- 
tion. Left-wing bookshops and com- 
munity resource centres have been 
devastated by a series of as yet unsolv- 
ed arson attacks, and gangs of young 
thugs have been meting out violence to 
their opponents with a frightening con- 
fidence and regularity.

In Islington, north London, the 
situation is becoming so serious that 
anti-fascists are talking about a state of 
‘open war’. The last few weeks have 
seen a massed assault by fascists, using 
bricks, bottles and iron bars, on ANL 
leafletters in the local Chapel Market, 
and a particularly vicious assault on 
the young son of an ANL activist, 
when a five-strong Nazi team 
systematically cut his face and body 
with a razor.

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The first signs of Nazi interest in Chapel 
Market came in July 1980, when after 
almost eighteen months of inactivity in the 
area, NF members attempted a public 
Saturday paper sale. This failed, as did a 
further attempt in October, when they tried 
to attack socialist paper sellers but were 
chased off. After that they established a 
regular Sunday sale, but were constantly 
faced with groups of ANL supporters han- 
ding out leaflets nearby.

In April this year they made their move: 
ANL members were attacked and beaten, 
one person ending up in hospital after being 
hit over the head with a bottle. In May a 
squad of fascists 40-50 strong attacked 
ANL supporters in a pub after a leafletting 
session.

Soon after this the first Islington ‘hit-list’ 
appeared in the Jslington Press, a local 
broadsheet which the Front claim to have 
no connection with, but which is in fact 
produced by their members. One of the 
targets listed, the Other Bookshop in Upper 
Street, received a visit shortly after from a 
team of fascists who attacked Sheila 
Malone who worked there, fracturing her 








skull. A tape recording left in the shop 
claimed responsibility for the attack on 
behalf of the ‘SS-Death’s Head Legion’. A 
week later the local coramunity press print- 
shop was gutted by fire in an arson attack.

With the NF clearly making the running, 
the New NF decided to involve itself. A 
local agreement on joint activity was ham- 
mered out, and on July 26th a joint NF- 
NNF squad led by Kevin Randall and 
Robert ‘Yob’ Yearley launched an attack 
on ANL leafletters, using placard poles to 
stab people in the face and body. Two 
fascists — James Field of the NF, and 
Robert Brown of the NNF — were arrested 
and charged with actual bodily harm. 
Brown gave police his address as that of 
local NF chairman Alan Butler. ‘Yob’ was 
seen to be wearing an SS-Death’s Head 
badge.

Brown, Ralph Charles, James Donovan 
and John Merritt were also charged with 
obstruction. They have since all been ac- 
quitted.

Constantly on the scene since July has 
been north-west London NF organiser 
Graham John, who was present during two 
later attacks. The latest and most vicious 
was on 16 August, when, after a chorus of 
‘‘Seig Heils’’, about 50 fascists let fly with a 
barrage of bricks, and then attacked a 
dozen or so ANL supporters at Chapel 
Market with bottles and iron bars. Several 
people were badly hurt, and one man was 
only saved from serious injury by the in- 
tervention of angry shoppers after he had 
been kicked unconscious. Many of the 
Nazis arrived in two Transit vans in what

was clearly a premeditated assault. In his 
local north-west London NF paper White 
Power, Graham John has previously called 
on all members to go to the assistance of Isl- 
ington NF, to smash ‘the reds’ off the 
streets. Local police are known to be con- 
sidering bringing conspiracy charges against

those involved, but are facing pressure from 
higher quarters to ‘‘stay neutral’’, accor- 
ding to local activists. 

The August attack was led by a young 
member of the NF who has only recently 
been seen at the market. Searchlight has a

Their most contemptible effort came on- 
ly a week later when the 16 year old son of 
the local ANL organiser was set upon by 
five fascists. Four held him down while a 
fifth slashed his face, arms and stomach 
with a razor and shredded his clothes. He 
was told that this attack was merely a warn- 
ing; he could expect worse if his mother 
didn’t behave herself.

ISLINGTON is also the latest area to 
receive the attention of the self-styled 
New English Klan. A copy of the 
threatening letter above was sent to 
the North Islington Law Centre at the 
end of August. A few weeks before, 
similar communiques, posted in Wat- 
ford, had been sent to the residents of 
the Leamington street where racist 
Robert Relf lives (Searchlight 75). The 
latest was posted in Twickenham. 











Further evidence is mounting of a concerted attempt by the Racist Right 
of the Conservative Party to form a new, broad-based alliance to cam- 
paign for tougher anti-immigration policies, in alliance with known Nazis. 
Since the publication — in last month’s Searchlight — of an article expos- 
ing connections between Racist Right Conservative MPs, veteran Conser- 
vative anti-immigration campaigners, and members of various Fascist 
groups, the following information has confirmed our analysis: 


@A meeting of WISE (Welsh Irish 
Scots English), the main umbrella 
group of the Racist Right, was address- 
ed by the Foreign editor of the Daily 
Express and chaired by a leading 
member of the New National Front; 
@ Speakers at the same meeting includ- 
ed leading members of the National 
Front Constitutional Movement and 
the League of St George; the Secretary 
of WISE describing the Fascists pre- 
sent as ‘‘adorable’’ and ‘‘beloved’’; 
@Plans have been announced by 
WISE and Lady Jane Birdwood (of 
Self-Help) to launch mass-movements 
to promote Racist Right ideas in time 
for the next General election; 

@ George Kennedy Young, a leading 
Racist Right campaigner, and former 
Monday Club stalwart, has told BBC 
Radio Scotland that the NF could have 
had a better future if it had not been 
badly led. 


The WISE meeting was held on 1 
September at Caxton Hall, and was ad- 
dressed by John Ellison, foreign editor of 
the Daily Express, on the subject of ‘‘The 
Dilemma of Begin’. The meeting was 
chaired by Kenneth McKilliam, a promi- 
nent National Front member for many 
years, and more recently a leading member 
of John Tyndall’s breakaway New National 
Front. McKilliam is not a stranger to at- 
tempts to unify the Tory and Extreme 
Rights; in 1975, his pamphlet Our Nation is 
being Destroyed was produced from the 
then headquarters of the National 
Assembly, a body set up to link NF front 
groups (like the British Campaign to Stop 
. Immigration) with Monday Club and other 
anti-immigration pressure groups. The con- 
tent of the pamphlet, however, 
demonstrated McKilliam’s impeccably Nazi 
opinions: it outlined a Jewish ‘‘bid for 
world power’’, blamed the Russian Revolu- 
tion on the news, and quoted liberally from 
the Nazi bible, the anti-Semitic forgery The 
Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion. 


Three years later, McKilliam (then an NF 
Parliamentary candidate) wrote a series of 
articles for the openly-Nazi League Review 
(journal of the League of St George), at a 
time when the League was supposedly pro- 
scribed for NF members. Since leaving the 
NF for the NNF, McKilliam has been John 
Tyndall’s leading promoter of contacts with 
other Extreme Right groups. 

At the WISE meeting, McKilliam an- 
nounced that the ‘‘Association of British 
Ex-Servicemen’’ (an Extreme Right 
‘‘counter’’ to the Jewish ex-serviceman’s 
organisation) was ‘‘now associated with 
WISE’’. One serious disagreement between 
McKilliam and Ellison, the speaker, was on 
the vexed question of Idi Amin: Ellison had 
little but contempt for the Hitler- 
worshipping, anti-Semitic ex-dictator; 
McKilliam took the view that, on the ex- 
perience of serving with Amin, he was a fine 
fellow. 


National Service 


There were some slight disagreements in the 
audience too: after Don Turner (Interna- 
tional Officer of the League of St George) 
had spoken about his laying wreaths on the 
graves of German war dead, and Paul 
Kavanagh of the NF Constitutional Move- 
ment had quoted the Jewish Year Book to 
demonstrate some point or other about the 
Holocaust, WISE secretary Joan Mason 
felt obliged to intervene, apologising to 
Ellison if her ‘‘adorable, beloved, but 
rather naughty audience’? had caused him 
any ‘‘embarrassment’’. She went on to cau- 
tion carefulness about ‘‘how we pose 
things’’, in case ‘‘the press smash us’’, wav- 
ing about a copy of last month’s Sear- 
chlight to demonstrate her point. 

More importantly, Mason announced the 
creation of a ‘‘Voters’ Union’’, a ‘‘broad, 
umbrella organisation’’, aiming to recruit 
two million members before the next elec- 
tion. 

It has also recently emerged that WISE is 
not the only Racist Right organisation seek- 
ing to create a large front organisation. The 
confidential newsletter of Lady Jane Bird- 


wood’s Self-Help organisation announced 
in August that ‘‘we are now launching a 
Friends of Great Britain Organisation 
designed to co-ordinate the activities of all 
British patriots’? (our emphasis). The aim 
of the group is ‘“‘through mailings and 
advertisements to attract the interest of all 
who vote Conservative, whether they are 
members of the party or not’’. Among the 
issues to be emphasised by Friends of Great 
Britain are law and order, social security 
““scroungers’’, government expenditure and 
strikes. There are also demands for ‘‘no 
more grants of tax-payers money for freak 
‘art’ or Communist controlled shows and 
demonstrations’’, ‘‘consideration of the re- 
introduction of national service for those 
leaving school in the interests of discipline’ 
and ‘“‘stricter immigation restrictions and 
the cessation of legal privileges for im- 
migrant sects’’. 


‘‘Shabby Cover-up’’ 


Lady Jane herself was not in attendance at 
the 1 September WISE meeting, though 
copies of her paper Choice were being sold 
(alongside Frontline News and NF News). 
Neither was George Kennedy Young, 
former deputy head of MI6, who, like Bird- 
wood, had attended the previous WISE 
meeting (addressed by Harvey Proctor 
MP). It is conceivable on this occasion that 
Young was too busy defending a 21 year old 
former NF member who had been expelled 
from the Coldstream Guards when his 
former Front membership had _ been 
discovered by the Ministry of Defence. 

Andrew Moffat claimed that when he 
joined in 1976 the National Front was 
neither anti-Semitic nor racist (which in- 
dicates that he didn’t read any of its 
publications), and that ‘‘they seemed like 
the Conservative Monday Club’’. Moffat 
went so far as to pose with a young woman 
Front member, for an advertising leaflet, in 
which he was quoted as saying: ‘‘As for 
people who call patriotism ‘Nazism’, they 
are just anti-British communists’’. His 
membership lapsed in 1979, and he joined 
the Worthing branch of the Tory Party. 
Following the Ministry of Defence’s refusal 
to let Moffat go forward for officer train- 
ing, his former Edinburgh headmaster, 
Donald Forbes, wrote to the Scottish 
Secretary, claiming that if Moffat was 
discharged because of his former member- 
ship of the NF, ‘‘it would have major reper- 
cussions on recruitment in schools to the 
armed forces’’. 

Despite assurances from the government 
that the reasons for Moffat’s dismissal are 
“more substantial’’ than might be suppos- 
ed, George Young has leapt to Moffat’s 
defence, describing the affair as a ‘‘shabby 
cover-up’’. He even gave an interview to 
BBC Radio Scotland’s Lunchtime Report 
programme, describing Moffat’s three year 
affair with the NF as ‘‘a_ schoolboy 
romance’’. But even more interesting were 
Young’s remarks about the Front itself, as 
reported in the Morning Star: 

“Mr Young thought the NF’s develop- 
ment had been ‘unfortunate’. It could have 
had ‘a very different future’, but suffered 
from ‘a rather shoddy collection of 
leaders’. 


‘‘He was ‘not very happy’ with the pre- 
sent method of ‘selecting governments’ in 
Britain, but believed it was the best 
available at the moment.’’ 

The fact that George Young, a former 
Monday Club leading-light and close buddy 
of Birdwood, Harvey Proctor and Joy Page 
(of the Immigration Control Association), 
has chosen this moment to leap to the 
defence of a former Front member may be 
a coincidence. But the ambiguity of his 
remarks about the Front (no criticism of its 
ideology, just of its leaders) indicates that 
he is keen not to burn any bridges. 

This perspective would seem to be con- 
firmed by Joan Mason’s willingness to 
share her platform with Nazis like 
McKilliam (and Andrew Fountaine, who 
proposed the vote of thanks to WISE’s 
previous meeting). The successful marshall- 
ing of forces at the ‘‘respectable’’ end of 
the bridge is indicated not just by the 
presence of someone like John Ellison, but 
also by the revelation that John Gouriet 
(former director of the Freedom Associa- 
tion) addressed WISE in March, at a 
meeting chaired by Joy Page. 

The speaker at the next WISE meeting — 
scheduled for 10 October — will be Ronald 
Bell, the leading Racist Right spokesman in 
the parliamentary Conservative Party. 


ROGER GLEAVES, the self-styled 
Bishop of Medway, gaoled in 1975 for 
sex offences involving young boys, and 
again recently for social security fraud, 
was providing security for League of St 
George meetings at Kensington Library 
earlier this year. 

The photograph above shows 
Gleaves and his partner at the Library 
entrance during a League meeting on 
April 25th. Inside were well-known 
Nazis like Steve Brady and Mike Grif- 
fin. Gleaves was seen checking off the 
names of Nazis attending the meeting 
against a list of people who had bought 
tickets. 

Gleaves had been running a security 
firm called Prevent Crime Guards from 
an address in Crouch End, London. Us- 





NEWS IN BRIEF 





LIVERPOOL YOUNGSTERS ABUSED 
IN HOLYHEAD 


Ten students of Paddington Comprehensive 
School, Liverpool, have written to Holyhead 
Town Council, complaining of racial abuse on a 
trip they made there. The boys, aged 14, com- 
plained that local youths had shouted ‘‘Go home 
niggers’’, and ‘‘Look at the golliwogs’’. While 
walking to the local cinema, they had to run 
down back streets to get away from a crowd 
shouting ‘‘Sieg Heil’’, and giving the Nazi salute. 
They were forced to ask for a police escort back 
to their hotel. 

The letter praises the Holyhead police, and 
says that they received a great deal of kindness at 
their hotel. 

‘‘However, we were totally dismayed by our 
visit, and Holyhead youth have a lot to learn as a 
town about racial harmony and how to make 
strangers feel at home’’. 

Holyhead Town Council has sent the students 
an official apology, and a copy of the town pla- 
que. Town Clerk R.A. Johnson said councillors 
had been horrified by the letter. 








ing a series of false names he had suc- 
cessfully canvassed for security work 
from a number of local authorities in 
the London area. 

League of St George officer Jim Bur- 
rows, who marined the door of the 
April meeting until Gleaves arrived, is 
employed as a security officer with Eal- 
ing council. 

According to a report in the News of 
the World, Gleaves, who in 1975 was the 
central figure in the controversy sur- 
rounding the television documentary 
Johnny Go Home, was committing 
similar sex offences, right up until his 
gaoling in August, using the security 
firm as a cover. 

In the 1960s he was tied up with John 
Bean’s British National Party. 


POLICE “INVESTIGATE” ANTI- 
RACISTS 


Police in Milton Keynes have conducted a high 
level investigation into leaflets produced by 
Milton Keynes Campaign Against Racism and 
Fascism. A report has been sent to the Director 
of Public Prosecutions. The police investigation 
was carried out at the instigation of New Na- 
tional Front candidate in the May elections, Ron 
Rickcord. Mr Rickcord apparently didn’t like the 
content of some MKCARE leaflets. 

In response an outraged MKCAREF have said: 

‘‘Whilst the police appear able to release a 
senior officer to conduct the inquiry into 
MKCARE, we see no evidence of any serious in- 
vestigation into, or prosecution of, local fascist 
groups and members.” 

The Rev David Everett, secretary of 
MKCARF, pointed to racist attacks, including 
bricks through windows, and incitement to racial 
hatred. 


ASIANS CHARGED — RACISTS GO 
“SCOT FREE” 


A group of Asians who were attacked by a gang 
in Dundee, were arrested by the police. 

Eighty National Front sympathisers attacked 
the Asians in the Beechwood area of Dundee, 
throwing bottles and shouting abuse. One of the 
Asians was wounded and several windows in 
Asian homes were smashed. When the police ar- 
rived, six Asians, including the one who’d been 
injured, were arrested, and charged with rioting 
and assault. No whites were arrested. 

Following complaints from the Tayside Com- 
munity Relations Council, the rioting charges 
have been dropped, and the men released on bail. 

Dundee has a small Asian population who set- 
tled there in the early 1960s to work in the textile 
industry. Now, following a rise in NF and British 
Movement activity, including leafletting in 
schools, and high unemployment, Asians on the 
Beechwood estate are in a state of virtual siege. 


SKINHEAD THUGS SPOILT 
WEDDING 


A gang of over 20 skinheads gathered outside an 
Asian wedding party in Worthing and changed 
racist slogans. Some of them chanted ‘‘Sieg 
Heil’’, gave Nazi salutes, and kicked in three 
window panes. Bus driver Anthony Tilley, a 
neighbour, who tried to intervene, was attacked 
by the skinheads, and had to be pulled to safety. 

Five youths were fined a total of £1,200 after 
admitting breach of the peace. Magistrate 
George Colville said: 

“This kind of behaviour won’t be tolerated in 
this town. It was appalling and you have been 
very lucky not to go to prison’. 

In court were Robert Wickens (17), of 
Cranmer Rd, Paul Heryet (17), of Kipling 
Avenue, David Brown (17), of Woodlea Rd, 
Mark Hotckiss (17) of Melville Way, and Ken- 
neth Decourcy (17), of Maybridge Crescent, all 
of Worthing. 


NF WORKER STOLE CHARITY BOX 


National Front worker, Ray Shenton (52), has 
been found guilty of stealing a charity box from 
a pub near Stafford. 

He claimed that he deliberately stole the box to 
get into police custody because he thought he was 
being followed. He also said that he thought his 
drinks were spiked: 

“Sometimes people have slipped into my drink 
a drug which has given me some very weird im- 
pressions’’, he said. 

He said that he’d been working for the Na- 
tional Front and English National Party for 
several years, and was only paid expenses. 

The magistrates found him guilty and fined 
him £60 with £90 costs. 


WHAT THEIR PAPERS SAY 


It must be a lonely old life being a fascist 
these days, with gloomy thoughts rumbling 
around your head all day long and not too 
many comrades to share them with. Spare a 
thought for the poor fascist, carrying round 
the sort of bizarre obsessions, which repel 
ordinary folk, just like the wrong 
deodorants are supposed to. So it’s hardly 
surprising that our fascists are currently 
searching about for all the friends they can 
get. 

Let’s start with the New National Front 
and the July issue of its paper New Frontier 
(they must have been really pleased when 
they hit upon that snappy title, although its 
does so remind one of the old joke about 
Davy Crockett’s three ears — the left ear, 
the right and the front . . .). Come now. To 
business. July’s issue unveils a new preoc- 
cupation: it appears that the new menace to 
the white race comes from an organisation 
called the National Association for the 
Childless which has launched a campaign, 
so sinister in intent that those with less than 
three ears pinned to the ground might have 
missed the implications. This organisation 
of the childless has banded together in 
order to destroy “‘the British Race’ by car- 
rying out a ‘programme to flood Britain 
with unwanted children from the Third 
World’’. By this scheme they will be 
“replacing the resultant dwindling Anglo- 
Saxon and Celtic population by coloured 
immigrants’’. Stage one of the plan has 
been successfully completed, as the associa- 
tion’s members have succeeded in remain- 
ing resolutely childless. Stage two has now 
been announced and, according to New 
Frontier, ‘Adopt a Black Baby’ is the new 
slogan’’. 


Conspiracy 

Regular readers will know what New Fron- 
tier makes of this kind of thing: ‘‘it is a con- 
spiracy to breed out the British Race in its 
own country and to replace it with a race of 
mongrels’’. And regular readers will know 
of the New National Front’s way to combat 
this conspiracy: bigotry must begin at 
home, and all good racial comrades must 
think of the fatherland by starting a racially 
suitable family. 


Discipline 
Breeding the new generation is only the 
start, for the junior fascist has to be taught 
the racially correct way of doing things. 
Even the best intentioned comrades 
sometimes need a little help, as Mr Walker 
from Manchester explains in a letter. Mr 
Walker recommends a spot of National Ser- 
vice for today’s youngsters. He was called 
up in 1949, and listen to what it did for him: 
“Tt turned me from an undisciplined slob 
into an upright and useful citizen, proud of 
my country and with respect for myself’’. 
That’s just the spirit the New National 
Front wants. Undisciplined slobs keep out! 
It wants good chaps who’ll stand by their 
friends. Take Mr Tyndall for example. 
Never could one want a better example of a 


more disciplined and un-slob-like citizen. 
And New Frontier tells of a recent incident 
from his incident filled life. On May 30th, 
after an enormously successful rally in Eal- 
ing, two callow youths, new to the ranks of 
the NNF, were set upon by a huge mob of 
blacks. Despair not, help was at hand: ‘‘Mr 
Tyndall immediately took charge of the 
situation and ordered the two lads into the 
car’’. Such bravery, which deserves all man- 
ner of glittering medals, went unreported in 
the national press, but at least New Frontier 
is able to tell us that ‘“‘thanks to Mr Tyn- 
dall’s prompt action’’, death and destruc- 
tion were averted. 


Who allows whom 

Let that be an example to all recruits of how 
to stand by your comrades in trouble. Some 
silly rumours have put it about that the New 
National Front is a bit choosy in the friend 
it wants and that it ‘‘is anti-working class, 
anti-youth and anti-skinhead’’. There’s on- 
ly one word for tis sort of thing: ‘‘This is 
rubbish’’. Quite the contrary ‘‘it welcomes 
skinheads who obey the rules of party 
discipline and do not break the law’’. What 
the party and its heroic leader cannot abide, 
of course, are slobs — the types who do not 
know, and never will know, how to take 
charge of a situation. 


Open racism 

Just what sort of young people the New Na- 
tional Front likes to have as its friends 
becomes clearer in a new magazine called 
Combat (brain-wabes like ‘New Frontier’ 
can’t be expected regularly, and so the 
young New National Front have borrowed 
the title of the old British National Party 
journal). Anyway Cambat (with its slogan 
‘White Youth Unite!’) plunges straight into 
the fray with a huge headline: ‘BATTLE 
FOR BRITAIN’. Even without the benefits 
of National Service, the young nationalists 
of Combat are itching to take action of the 
most direct kind. 

‘‘We are racialists’’, claims its editorial, 
not that anyone is likely to be fooled. Tak- 
ing up the theme from New Frontier, and 
battling against the steadfastly childless, it 
goes on to proclaim ‘‘we want to be able to 
continue our species, to breed with our own 
kind and not to destroy our race by creating 
raceless mongrels’’. Hint, hint, goes the 
editorial: ‘‘somewhere a group of people 
who hate our race enough to destroy it is 
plotting the extermination of the White 
race’. And then a rallying call to all the less 
slobby elements of white youth: ‘‘That’s 
what ‘multi-racialism’ means — that’s why 
we are sworn to destroy it at all costs’’. 

And that’s why Combat, showing 
solidarity with all its chums, says it offers 
sympathy ‘‘to the families of jailed na- 
tionalist heroes — wherever they are’’. But 
it doesn’t go on to say why most of these 
jailed heroes have been put behind bars. 
Anyway, bothersome details aren’t part of 
Combat’s scheme of things and really what 
Combat wants to do it to get all racial com- 


rades goose-stepping in time together. Its 
theme is that white youth (who, for obscure 
reasons, it believes to be discriminated 
against by the police ‘‘for no reason but 
their colour’’) should all stop bashing each 
other about. 
‘‘United we should stand’’ announces one 
writer, who goes on to ask ‘‘Why are whites 
divided into many different cults which are 
violently opposed to each other?’’ It’s a 
perplexing question because ‘‘you would 
think that Whites, with our wealth of in- 
telligence and obvious superiority would see 
the futility of fighting among themselves’’. 
And giving a sample of the purest racial in- 
telligence, the author claims that ‘‘if we put 
aside our differences and get together’’ then 
‘all the liberals and bleeding hearts in the 
world couldn’t stop us’’. Yes, oh yes, these 
masterminds of Britain would ‘‘kick those 
alien hordes onto the banana boats quicker 
than you can say RULE BRITANNIA!”’ 
Before we get on to seeing how far the 
unity is progressing, let’s treat ourselves to 
another example of Combat’s obvious in- 
tellectual superiority. The recent riots are a 
subject on which the fascist press quite 
naturally has an opinion or two to offer. 
Combat is no exception as it expresses 
outrage about the ‘‘cities and towns of 
Great Britain falling to the lawlessness of 
crazed mobs’’. We hear about how ‘‘Black 
and White criminals united, the scum of the 
world, to steal or destroy everything in 
reach’’. And as for the bleeding hearts, they 
claim ‘‘that it’s all the fault of the system’’ 
— ‘don’t they realise it’s a ‘‘race 
problem’’. After all, ‘‘us Whites face exact- 
ly the same problems — and we don’t riot’’. 


Confused “pals” 

If a fascist writer can’t even agree with 
himself, what hope is there for him to agree 
with anyone else. Nevertheless, the New 
National Front is going to great lengths to 
be palsy-walsy and Combat reports that 
“July was a great month for the cause of 
Nationalist unity’’. There were no less than 
“‘two great rallies’, attended by all sorts of 
intellectually superior comrades. Firstly, 
there was a rally on the fifteenth, ‘‘pro- 
moted by the New NF”’ and attended by 
members of the British Movement and 
League of St George. Mr Tyndall, con- 
cluding this meeting, and no doubt 
delighted with his audience of open Nazis, 
concluded ‘‘with a rousing appeal to the au- 
dience to put pressure on their leaders to 
come to a discussion table to make the 
dream of unity a reality’’. 


Gathering 

The second meeting, held in Smithfield 
Market three days later, saw a similar 
gathering of the fascist clans, with British 
Movement, National Front Constitutional 
Movement, NNF members all rubbing 
shoulders (Combat also tells us that young 
BM, NNF and NF members have been co- 
operating recently in selling their equally 
unpleasant magazines). The Market

meeting, however, was not quite the success 
of the first rally: ‘‘Many of those attending 
were disappointed at the fact that there was 
not a ‘Leader’ at the rally’’. And we all 
know just how much the fascists like to 
have a ‘Leader’ to shout at them’ ‘‘The 
gathering was like a ‘chicken without a 
head’ ’’. 

No prizes for guessing the identity of the 
‘Leader’ Combat has in mind. Besides, 
August’s Spearhead has Mr Tyndall apply- 
ing his chicken’s head to the same topic, 
clucking away about the New National 
Front’s ‘‘great rally’’ held in London 
“‘under its ‘Unity ’81’ campaign’’. We’re 
given the names of the British Movement 
and League of St George speakers; for in- 
stance we’re told that Ray Hill, the British 
Movement member, whose photo does not 
exactly suggest a cheerful disposition, ‘‘im- 
pressed on the audience that unity would 
not be an easy thing to achieve, but it was 
possible in the end’’. This incisive line of 
argumentation was taken up by Mr T 
himself, who declared that people ‘‘were 
crying out for leadership’’. Cock-a-doodle- 
doo. Do you get the message? 


Storm in Plymouth 


Elsewhere, Spearhead recounts how the 
New National Front ‘‘takes Plymouth by 
storm’’, when a number of West Country 
fascists sat on a grassy mound to hear a 
speech or two. We are told that the whole 
occasion ‘‘was assisted by some members of 
British Movement’’ — it’s so nice to see 
everyone getting so chummy. 

A few years ago, the open Nazism of 
British Movement would have posed a few 
problems for Mr T, who had, it appears, 
left his jackboots in a wardrobe, not long 
after reaching a state of maturity. But now 
it’s all back to the raptures of careless 
youth, as the New National Front parades 
its Nazi heritage. 

Combat, for example, has a booklist to 
satisfy the most superior of racial intellec- 
tuals. There are delights such as ‘Jewish 
Ritual Murder’ (an awful piece of obses- 
sional anti-semitism by Arnold Leese, the 
pre-war British fascist and admirer of 
Streicher). Then there’s a book which en- 
joys the title ‘Was Karl Marx a Satanist?’, 
not to mention the old favourist the ‘Pro- 
tocols of the Learned Elders of Zion’. For 
those young nationalists, whose lives are 
too busy being saved by heroic leaders to 
have time for reading, Combat has a nice 
line in T-shirts: for £3 you can get a 
“WHITE POWER’ motto with a matching 
‘Aryan salute style’. 

Not to be outdone, Spearhead, glorying 
in the Nazi past, pays a special tribute to ‘‘a 
forgotten leader’? — Corneliu Codreanu, 
the Romanian fascist leader of the Iron 
Guard or Legion, who, according to the 
writer, was a leader to rank alongside those 
other ‘‘leaders of Nationalist governments 
who have gone down in the annals of 
history, Adolf Hitler, Benito Mussolini and 


General Franco’’. Not least of the attrac- 
tions of the Iron Guard was that it adopted 
the swastika as its emblem. And how about 
the following statement for a bit of good 
racial logic: ‘‘The Legion was essentially 
Christian in nature, and consequently it was 
anti-Semitic’’. 

But that’s not the end of the logic. The 
writer (a Mr David Ball) goes on to pose the 
question ‘‘Why was anti-Semitism such a 
dominant feature of Romanian Na- 
tionalism?’’ And before one has time to 
shout Rule Britannia or Heil Tyndall, 
comes the answer: because there was ‘‘a 
huge influx of Jewish immigrants into 
Romania at the beginning of this century’’. 
The world is such a simple place if your 
mind is attuned to the superiority of racial 
logic. 


Logical fascism? 


Let’s leave fascist logic aside for the mo- 
ment and get back to the theme of friend- 
ship and its forging thereof. Len Bearsford 
Walker, back from the storming of 
Plymouth, has another piece about unity in 
Spearhead, in which he sorrowfully writes 
of ‘‘a band of men’’ who ‘‘all of them, 
possess qualities of leadership, political 
acumen, organisational ability and dedica- 
tion to an ideal’’. But such is the tragedy of 
modern fascism, that each of these natural 
leaders ‘‘sit in separate camps, divided by 
trivialities from each other — foolishly op- 
posing each other in battles they should be 
fighting together’’. Mr Walker concludes 

his piece with a touching little image, which 
Mr Tyndall, with unfailing modesty, has 
failed to translate into a visal display for his 
magazine: ‘‘My words might well be accom- 
panied by a parody of the classic World 
War One recruiting poster, with John Tyn- 
dall substituting for Kitchener telling you 
‘Your country needs you’ ”’. 

Mr Tyndall himself takes up the theme of 
friendship, spelling out what sort of friends 
a chap can be really chummy with, and 
what sort should be only nodding (or 
saluting) acquaintances. Mr T tells us that 
he has ‘‘many great friends in the European 
countries’? and that’s OK because they’re 
part of the family: ‘‘Our very existence as a 
nationstate is intimately bound up with the 
racial existence of the wider nation-state 
European, Aryan family’’. But they’re not 
quite close family, and some of those Euro- 
peans (well-meaning though they are) are a 
bit different from us. For example — the 
French. Now, Mr T, as fair-minded as ever, 
concedes that France ‘‘is a nation with its 
own special genius’’, but a chap wouldn’t 
really like his daughter to marry one of 
them (and Mr T, the family fiihrer, is very 
conscious of such matters these days), 
because of all those ‘‘differences in physical 
types and temperament’’. But still, one 
must keep in contact with one’s distant 
cousins and ‘‘we can be, and we should cer- 
tainly try to be, on good terms with the 
French’’, which can be best achieved by not 


seeing too much of one an other and by 
undertaking ‘‘not to intrude on one 
another’s national territories’. 


Family ties 


Close family means the Anglo-Saxons: the 
Germans are much better than the French 
because they take the trouble to breed blue- 
eyed and blond-haired children, but still, 
let’s not forget that they don’t speak the 
same language as we do. It’s the Aussies 
and the Kiwis, as well as the White Anglo- 
Saxons of Canada and the United States 
who are real close family: ‘‘To the ordinary 
Britain there is something manifestly ab- 
surd in the idea that he has more in com- 
mon with Frenchmen, or even with Dut- 
chmen or Germans, than with the com- 
munities beyond the oceans where his 
language is spoken and where countless 
millions live who are the blood relations of 
his own or some other British family’’. 
Let’s get one thing straight: ‘‘To state this is 
not to be ‘anti-French’, ‘anti-Dutch’ or 
‘anti-German’ — indeed, I for one, am not 
likely to be accused of the latter 
sentiment!’’ By jingo, no indeed — so open 
the wardrobe and fetch out the jackboots in 
time for the next family reunion. 


Belfast welcome 


The old National Front, not having the 
grandiose vision of a true ‘Leader’, looks 
for its friend closer to home. National 
Front News in its July issue, recounts the 
rapturous welcome given to the NF by Pro- 
testants in Northern Ireland: ‘‘Shopkeepers 
and shoppers alike poured out into the 
Shankhill Road, Belfast, to greet ‘the 
English NF boys’ ’’. National Front News 
declares that the NF delegation leaders held 
a long discussion with leading members of 
the Ulster Defence Association’® and con- 
trary to other reports ‘‘the UDA were very 
friendly and sympathetic’’. Apparently the 
delegation were overwhelmed by old men 
who wanted to shake their hands, and 
‘‘children and teenagers mobbed them for 
badges, papers and leaflets’’. 


Warriors 


It’s clear from the rest of National Front 
News, that the party is looking forward to 
the day when English politics is as violent as 
the politics of Northern Ireland. The 
headline of the front page sets the tone: 
‘“Multi-Racialism is MURDER!’’, with the 
last word using what must be the biggest let- 
ters in the National Front’s printing equip- 
ment. Inside, there’s a picture of big- 
booted NF skin-head supporters, with their 
typical expressions of sullen confusion: the 
caption states that ‘‘Warriors of the White 
race stalk an Asian Communist demonstra- 
tion’’. 

Let us just hope that, for a little bit 
longer, some of those Warriors will con- 
tinue bashing each other about. It’s a small 
mercy to be grateful for, but then fascism 
has never been exactly merciful.

WHEN THE fugitive German Nazi 
Willi Kraus, a member of the banned 
Wehrsportegruppe Hoffman Truppe, 
was gaoled recently in Bradford for 
stealing £2,000 from a Wimpy Bar 
where he worked, he told the court that 
he had stolen the money to meet 
demands from British Movement 
members that he contribute to the costs 
of sheltering him in this country. 
Previously he had told World in Action 
investigators that he had been smug- 
gled into Britain from Germany, where 


ed ‘Brown Aid’. 

A letter from Kraus to a French 
‘comrade’, which has recently been ob- 
tained by Searchlight, and is reproduc- 
ed below, outlines in some detail the 
route by which Kraus came to arrive in 
this country, and the identities of Nazis 
who had a hand in sheltering him. At 
the same time, the letter seems to sug- 
gest that Kraus was not impressed with 
the rather less than fraternal attitude of 
some of his British comrades.

Dear Comrade, 


First of all | must apologise for not keeping in contact with you since the end of June. As | already told you on the phone, 
things happened in Cardiff in connection with Norman which have worked out very much to my detriment and in the end 
were responsible for my leaving Cardiff so hurriedly. 

It is difficult to understand and even more difficult to explain how one can be taken in by a 
man Lewis. | shall try to tell you chronologically all that happened since my arrival in Great Britain. 

The mother of comrade Wolfgang Tusch told me in the middle of January that she had read in a Munich newspaper that 
| was at that time in Belgium. As this was true | had to leave Belgium in a hurry, and with the help of comrade Spinnewijn 
of Brugge | managed to get to London on the 19.1.80 and went to live with Mike Griffin. Mr Griffin is a leading member of 
the “League of St George”. By coincidence the day of my arrival was also the day of a big demonstration by the League. 
Through this | met the South Glamorgan members of the British Movement (BM) and their leader Norman Lewis. After an 
acquaintance of Mr Griffin who spoke very good German explained to Lewis and his group why | had come to England, he 
offered me work and accommodation in “his” hotel, which | gratefully accepted (only it wasn’t his hotel — inherited from 
his parents — as he told me, he was only the manager!). Incidentally, | know the name, home and office number of Mr 
Griffin's acquaintance, but haven’t got her address. 

So the same night | travelled with the South Glamorgan party of the BM to Penarth/Cardiff. | started to work for Lewis 
and also had my accommodation. My work was unpaid, but | had to pay if | wanted a coke or a beer. The same with food, 
if | didn’t want to live on eggs, chips, and peas. 

On top of all that came the manner of his assistant manager — also a member of BM — who let me know all the time 
and in a very unpleasant way that he couldn't stand the Germans. After repeated attempts to get Lewis to put things right 
which had no success at all, | left in the middle of February and went back to Belgium. However, | kept in touch, by letter 
and phone, with Lewis as | thought he was just an overworked businessman who couldn’t be expected to deal with every 
little thing. 

In the middle of March Norman Lewis and some of the members of his South Glamorgan group came to Antwerp, 
where | met them. Lewis asked me to come back to England. He offered me a job at £52 per week and assured me that the 
unpleasant assistant manager had been dismissed. So | agreed and on the 29.3.80 went back to Britain. When | arrived in 
Penarth | was told that Norman’s hotel (the Westbourne, Penarth) had just been sold for £25,000. | believed this as in the 
first few weeks after my arrival he seemed to be very generous with money. 

The facts about the hotel business are that he couldn't sell it because it wasn't his. He only got about £2,000 for fur- 
nishings and fittings which were supposed to be his. It was said at the time that he left unpaid bills, to the brewery, etc., 
to the value of about £6,000 behind when he left. | myself have seen all sorts of demands for payment for various bills. 
Some of this information | got from his accountant with whom | got on quite well and with whom | am still in contact. The 
name of the accountant is David P. — from now on | shall just call him David. 

We left the Westbourne on 1.4 and went for 10 days holiday to the caravan at Porthcawl which you know. On the 15.4 — 
through David’s good offices — Norman took over the Angelo Restaurant. 

During the holiday in Porthcawl ! started the idea of the NSDAPIEM. Most of the South Glamorgan members of BM lik- 
ed the idea. We then wrote down some thoughts about organisation and propaganda, etc.

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About the middle of April BM had a Gauleiter conference at Shotton, North Wales, in McLaughlin's office. | didn’t take 
part as at that time | was working in Angelo’s restaurant. According to Norman all the Gauleiter and McLaughlin were 
thrilled about the idea of the NSDAPIEM and were very happy to go along with it. McLaughlin, however insisted that the 
leadership would be his. That wasn’t in Norman’s interest, and we decided that we would push McLaughlin out into the 
cold. This was a problem, as McLaughlin has more influence over the Gauleiters and also the necessary money. Letters 
which arrived from various parts of Great Britain only served to confirm this. 

In the meantime McLaughlin hadn’t been idle. He wrote a letter to Lewis, stating categorically that he, Lewis, was ex- 
pected to work under the supervision of McLaughlin's secretary in the role of National Organiser. At the same time 
McLaughlin published and distributed the BM Broadsheet British Tidings in which he wrote that Lewis had been kicked out 
of BM because of fraud and fraudulent behaviour. | then enquired by letter to McLaughlin what Lewis had actually done. 
In reply | got a repetition of the accusations but no proof. My request for concrete proof remained unanswered. It is a 
fact, however, that Lewis during the months January to April spent about £450 on BM. In my opinion the whole affair was 
a power struggle between the two. McLaughlin didn’t want to lose the power and the money of the BM, and the other one 
wanted to bring his hopeless financial situation into some sort of order. To achieve that he tried every means, including 
NSDAPIEM and later ‘Patriotic Right” (PR). 

In the first week of May we gave up Angelo’s restaurant because it was losing money. Shortly after that Walter arrived. 
| have no regrets having called Walter over. There seemed to be enough money and various jobs in prospect. Lewis, of 
course, had no chance to start a business as he wasn’t credit worthy and had no cash. He lived from the sale of furniture, 
etc., which he had still in store and which, of course was part owned by his wife. 

During the time between your visit and the middle of June things seemed to be in order. | had a job in a Wimpy bar and 
earned my living, Walter didn’t want to work. During that time | had no reason to be suspicious, but then something hap- 
pened which should have given me food for thought. f 

On May 17/18 — Walter and | were in Cardiff, Norman is supposed to have had a visit from the Special Branch looking 
for weapons, ammunition and money in the caravan. They were also supposed to have asked after Walter and myself, and 
said they were looking for us. McLaughlin is supposed to have tipped them off. To avoid further police action against us 
Norman wanted to send us to Scotland on 19th May. He gave us a letter of introduction and dropped us near a motorway 
sliproad in a little wood and told us to wait there until he contacted us again. After a few hours wait David arrived, picked 
us up and took us to his home in Cardiff, where he gave us a meal, and then to Tony Bell. He asked if we could stay there 
for the night, and Tony agreed. David gave us a few pound notes so that we could get ourselves drink, while he contacted 
the chief immigration officer and deputy chief of the Special Branch, who is a friend of his. He gave his friend the details 
of our passports and asked what there was against us. Against Walter there was nothing and against me an accusation 
that | had killed a Morrocan in France. Somebody from the docks area of Cardiff had made those accusations against me 
at the police station. The informant said he had this information from me. The truth is, of course, that | never said 
anything of the sort and have never been in France. Even the police didn’t take this seriously enough to interview me. ! 
can’t prove it but | have a good idea who the informant was. From hindsight, it was obviously Norman’s action in order to 
get rid of Walter and me, as we cost him money and were of no further use to him. He probably thought we would rather 
work “for the Germans” than for him. 

On the 25 May Walter went back to Germany. His departure wasn’t very nice, but | was rather annoyed with him that he 
wouldn't work and earn his living like | am doing. David got me my job. 

After the episode of the motorway slip road we had gone back to Porthcawl, as the coast was clear. 

One night, after Walter's departure, Norman appeared in the Wimpy bar in a great state to tell me that somebody had 
set fire to the caravan, that it was completely burnt out and that we were now homeless. So we had to book into a hotel, 
which Norman said didn’t matter as his insurance company would foot the bill. 

... Norman had skipped the hotel and | was landed with the bill for both of us. Only the day before | had been with him 
for a meal — at my expense — and he had said nothing about the hotel bill. | told him | had to buy some clothes, as | had 
lost everything in the fire. It turned out he had just given the hotel my name and address and David's office address, but 
nothing about himself. The hotel owner arrived in David's office as Norman happened to be there as well. Norman talked 
David into giving her a cheque, and then came straight to me and asked me for my £30 share. He didn’t give the money to 
David, and he stopped the cheque. | now had no money left and was virtually on the street. In some such form he pulled 
the hotel stunt three times. 

After David stopped the cheque the hotel owner arrived at my place of work one Saturday with the police. | was ar- 
rested and held for 3 hours. It was fairly easy for me to explain to the police how all this had come about and they ac- 
cepted my statement. But | had to pay up the remainder of the bill and was now pennyless. During my interview with the 
police the hotel business took about 30 minutes. My political activities didn’t seem to interest the Special Branch, as | 
hadn't committed any crime. Norman’s activities were a different matter, but | couldn't say too much about that as it 
wasn’t my business. But when the fraud squad appeared on the scene | didn’t see any reason to shield Norman, as his 
behaviour towards me had certainly not been that of a comrade. 

As | said at the beginning of this letter, it is very difficult to put it all down on paper. Maybe one day we have the chance 
to talk about it all. 

Now to the two things that happened in the meantime. First Patriotic Right (PR): 

PR was an idea of David's and started by him, Norman and myself at the beginning of June, to become a fund-raising 
organisation for the NSDAPIEM as well as the NSDAP/AC. Only the three of us knew the true function of PR. We started 
with the very successful slogan “right wing without racism” and collected a lot of money from the middle class and 
business class of the immigrant community. It was so simple and the cash flowed in. | was supposed to get the first £100 
because of my losses, but when | asked Norman for it, he said the immigrants were citizens of this country as well and | 
wasn't really entitled to it. Where all the money went | don't know, certainly not into the PR account. As far as | know, PR 
has now lapsed. 

Secondly the newspaper articles: 

On the 9th June the afternoon and evening editions of the South Wales Echo carried the front page headline: Wanted 
German found in South Wales. The article was the typical smear thing of a left winger. But it carried information that 
could have only come out of my closest circle or from myself. The whole thing was instigated by the Anti-Nazi League in 
Cardiff. As the ANL knew from an informer as early as April that | was in Cardiff, why wasn’t all this done a lot earlier. 
After the article there appeared a reprint out of the Munich paper which had originally got “lost” at Norman’s. It also said 
that I had distributed leaflets for PR. | did, one Sunday afternoon in an area where there is no ANL activity. Coincidence? | 
don’t think so.

REVISIONISM — THE MYTHS 
AND THE LIES 


THE CONVICTION of Robert 
Faurisson, the French revisionist 
historian, on charges of libel, in- 
citement to race hatred, and falsify- 
ing history, represents an important 
victory in the struggle against 
world-wide neo-Nazism. As we 
pointed out in Searchlight, in June 
this year, ‘‘revisionism’’ — short- 
hand for allegations that the Nazi 
Holocaust of the Jews didn’t hap- 
pen — has become an increasingly 
important component of the inter- 
national Nazi campaign to revive 
the ideology of Adolf Hitler. 

In May and June of this year, 
Faurisson stood trial facing three 
charges. The first was for libel, 
brought by eminent historian Leon 
Poliakov, whom Faurisson had accus- 
ed of lying and manipulating texts con- 
cerning concentration camps (in 
Faurisson’s book A Defence against 
those who accuse me of falsifying 
History: The Question of the Gas 
Chambers). The second and third 
charges, brought by the anti-racist 
organisations MRAP and LICRA, 
were for libel, and provocation of 
racial hatred under the 1972 anti-racist 
Act. The latter charge was based on a 
statement he made on French radio in 
December 1980, in which he claimed 
that ‘‘the alleged Holocaust and the 
alleged gas chambers are a part of the 
same historical lie which was the basis 
of a gigantic political and financial 
swindle of which the main beneficiaries 
are international Zionism and the State 
of Israel, and the principal victims are 
the German and Palestinian people’’. 

The trial evoked great public interest and 
involved some of France’s top historians 
and intellectuals, called to testify on 
MRAP’s behalf. The atmosphere in court 
was very tense, particularly with the ap- 
pearance in the audience of former 
members of the illegal Nazi organisation 
FANE. The Jewish organisations present, 


including a number of ex-deportees and 
their families, exercised impressive self- 
control in the face of the harrowing ex- 
periences they were reliving. 

MRAP chose not to take the line of 
Poliakov’s lawyers, who went to great 
lengths to trace sensational wartime 
witnesses to testify to, and actually ‘prove’ 
the existence of concentration camps. As a 
MRAP spokesperson put it ‘‘It is a simple 
fact that the Holocaust happened and that 
Faurisson is a falsifier of history’’. 

The court agreed, and Faurisson was 
sentenced to a three-month prison term and 
made to pay fines totalling nearly £5000. 
Just in case any doubt remained as to his 
credibility, he was ordered to pay the fines 
by publicising the court’s decision on televi- 
sion and in the form of advertisements in 
the national press. 

The Faurisson conviction comes at a par- 
ticularly bad time for international revi- 
sionism. As we pointed out in June, the 
California-based, pseudo-respectable In- 
stitute for Historical Review has recently 
been exposed as a front for the anti-Semitic 
American Liberty Lobby, and the IHR’s 
Director revealed to be none other than 
David McCalden, erstwhile leading Na- 
tional Front and National Party member. 
Since June, we have learnt that McCalden 
has left the IHR (for ‘‘a vacation’’), com- 
plaining to a reporter for Los Angeles 
magazine that ‘‘there’s just so much time 
you can spend talking about the knobs on 
the oven doors at Auschwitz’’. 

It also now seems probable that Mc- 
Calden, who has been living in the United 
States since October 1978, was introduced 
to the Liberty Lobby by William Grimstad, 
who visited McCalden in Blackheath, Lon- 
don earlier the same year. Grimstad, the 
now-revealed author of the glossy coffee- 
table book The Six Million Reconsidered, 
was also recently exposed as having received 
an honorarium of 20,000 dollars from the 
Government of Saudi Arabia. Shortly 
afterwards, Grimstad (a former editor of 
the American Nazi paper White Power) 
entered the employ of David Duke, head of 
one of the several branches of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

Grimstad’s anti-Holocaust book also 
recently turned up in a package, posted 
from Pakistan by the World Muslim 


League, sent to a number of members of 
the House of Lords, trade unionists, and 
prominent figures in industry and the 
media. 

Although it has only recently become an 
important element of neo-Nazi propagan- 
da, “‘historical revisionism’’ has a long 
history, going back to before the Second 
World War, when an American, Henry 
Elmer Barnes, began to write books and ar- 
ticles attacking the United States involve- 
ment in the First World War. A right-wing 
libertarian (anti-statist), Barnes conceived a 
particular hatred for Franklyn Roosevelt, 
and alleged that the President had 
deliberately engineered America’s entry in- 
to the Second World War. Initially, Barnes’ 
ideology remained libertarian (anti- 
conscription, anti-New Deal), but, after he 
met a fellow-spirit, James J. Martin, in the 
1950s, Barnes increasingly defended the 
Hitler regime. By 1962, for example, he was 
denying the existence of various Nazi 
atrocities. 

The libertarian connection has remained 
useful to the Nazi revisionists, however. (In 
an interview, McCalden described himself, 
not as a Nazi, but as a “‘libertarian with a 
small ‘l’’’.) But by the 1960s, the revi- 
sionist movement was increasingly 
dominated and obsessed by the Holocaust. 
As early as 1949, an ex-Buchenwald in- 
ternee Paul Rassinier published a book 
questioning the extent of the Holocaust, 
and in 1964, in his book The Drama of the 
European Jews, he fleshed out his allega- 
tion that, at most, a million and a half Jews 
had been murdered. But, significantly, it 
was not until the openly anti-Semitic right 
took a hand that revisionism started to take 
off. In 1969, Liberty Lobby’s Noontide 
Press published the anonymous pamphlet 
The Myth of the Six Million (with an in- 
troduction, also anonymous, written by 
Willis Carto, Hitler-admirer and leader of 
the Liberty Lobby). Myth was the now- 
familiar mixture of denials of the Holocaust 
and allegations of a Jewish-Communist 
conspiracy; and it convinced sections of the 
neo-Nazi right that, instead of having to 
justify Hitler’s genocidal policies, it would 
be a great deal easier to deny that they oc- 
curred. 

In 1973, an American-German called 
Austin J. App published a 30-page pam-

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phlet The Six Million Swindle, though his 
(and the author of Myth’s) thunder was 
roughly stolen by Richard Verrall of the 
National Front, who pseudonymically 
published a well set-out and plausible look- 
ing pamphlet Did Six Million Really Die? a 
year later. But even Verrall was eclipsed 
when, in 1976, a junior professor at the 
Northwestern University in Chicago 
published a whole book, The Hoax of the 
Twentieth Century, that remains a revi- 
sionist bible. 

The importance of Arthur Butz’s book 
was that it could be presented as a 
disinterested study by an academic. 
Although it was published (in England) by 
the same shadowy outfit that published 
Verrall’s pamphlet, and (in America) by 
Noontide, neo-Nazis all over the world 
pointed to Hoax as an independent, objec- 
tive confirmation of what, hitherto, had 
only been argued in what were obviously 
fascist-leaning publications. In this sense, it 
is significant that the National Front, keen 
to preserve their ‘respectability’ in their 
vote-searching, mid-70s period, gave little 
publicity to the denial of the Holocaust in 
their publications until Burz’s book ap- 
peared. (Hitherto, they had even refused to 
give anything more than nod-and-wink 
mention to Verrall’s pamphlet.) Through 
1977 and 1978, however, the Front’s 
publications became increasingly strident in

their allegations that the Holocaust was ‘‘a 
tall story’’ and ‘‘a tissue of lies’’. 

The world-wide success of Butz’s book, 
among the neo-Nazi fraternity, probably 
led to the idea of setting up an academic- 
sounding body like the Institute for 
Historical Review. Certainly Butz became a 
member of its 18-person Editorial Advisory 
Board (which also included James J. Mar- 
tin, the only professional historian). And in 
1979, the IHR held its notorious first con- 
vention, dedicated to the memory of Harry 
Elmer Barnes, and addressed by App, Butz, 
Robert Faurisson from France, and John 
Bennett, secretary of the Melbourne branch 
of the Australian Council for Civil Liber- 
ties. Papers from the conference were sent 
to 12,000 American historians, and a se- 
cond conference was held in the summer of 
1980. A third conference was planned for 
this November, until McCalden’s abrupt 
departure, at least. 

The most cursory glance through any 
neo-Nazi journal would convince any 
reader that the denial of the Holocaust 
became a primary, if not the primary, tactic 
in the fascist attempt to gain popular sup- 
port in the 1970s. The Faurisson judgement 
is thus of primary importance in the fight- 
back against the Nazi Revivalists. In his in- 
terview with Los Angeles magazine, Mc- 
Calden explained his motivations for peddl- 
ing revisionism as follows:

“Tt’s ideologically useful, to show that 
the whole concept of an ethnic political 
campaign is not the big bogeyman it’s 
generally thought to be ... If you say 
anything about blacks or Jews, they say you 
want another Holocaust. If we can take the 
Holocaust propaganda and put it away, 
then there will be an open, frank and free 
discussion on ethnic matters.”’ 

And McCalden’s strategy has already 
been demonstrated, at least in Britain. 
After two years of growing anti-Holocaust 
propaganda, the then leader of the National 
Front, John Tyndall, wrote in the October 
1978 Spearhead that ‘‘National Socialism 
meant what the term implies: a social order 
harnessed to nationalism and patriotism; 
national sovereignty as opposed to one 
world; the preservation of national identity 
and character as opposed to 
cosmopolitanism’’. In fact, Tyndall con- 
cluded, German Nazism ‘‘represented an 
ideal of society favoured by hundreds of 
millions of people all over the Western 
world today’’. 

In other words, if the Holocaust didn’t 
happen, then what’s wrong with people 
supporting a revival of Nazism? That is the 
purpose of the revisionists; and that is why 
they must be opposed, as they have been in 
France, rather than merely ignored. 





We need hardly add, although BLR’s 
journal On Target does, that “the whole 
tour is being financed at no cost to the 
British League of Rights”.

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BEHIND THE 
MARSEILLES MASSACRE 


JULY, Jacques Massie, a 
a police inspector and a 
member of Service d’Action Civi- 
que (SAC) was murdered with five 
of his family at their Marseilles 
home. The hit team which carried 
out the killings was made up of 
other SAC members, who are now 
under arrest. Seven more, including 
the organisation’s secretary-general 
Pierre Debizet, are charged with 
complicity. 

But the case goes further than an 
isolated — if gruesome — mass killing. 
Police enquiries have already un- 
covered a number of connections to 
organised crime and political violence, 
including the possibilities that SAC 
members may have been behind recent 
fascist bomb attacks, and that plans 
had been laid to assassinate the newly- 
elected President Francois Mitterand. 

SAC was originally formed by President 
de Gaulle in 1958 as a personal praetorian 
guard, but when the far right OAS (Secret 
Underground Army) launched its campaign 
of armed resistance to Algerian  in- 
dependence, SAC members were sent to 
Algeria to deal with the OAS by whatever 
means were necessary. There followed a

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bloody war of attrition between the two 
groups on the streets of Algiers, with the 
OAS coming out on top, and the SAC men 
returning to France with their ranks con- 
siderably diminished. 

In 1968, faced with a student revolt, and 
a general strike in the factories, de Gaulle 
called on SAC to set up Committees for the 
Defence of the Republic. To aid them he 
amnestied all OAS prisoners still in French 
gaols or on the run. Together, these former 
enemies embarked on a campaign of dirty 
tricks and intimidation against the student 
movement. 


Corsican mafia 


Between Algeria and May ’68 however, 
many SAC members had become involved 
in the heroin trade, and particularly with 
Auguste Ricord’s Corsican mafia. One of 
those most heavily involved was Algerian 
veteran Christian David. Ricord ran his 
operation from Paraguay, where he had 
ended up after fleeing France at the end of 
the war fearing reprisals for having col- 
laborated with the Nazis. David was the key 
link man in an operation which involved 
Turkish opium being processed in heroin 
labs in Marseilles and shipped to the United 
States via Paraguay. The gang were also in- 
volved in arms trafficking, supplying 
weapons and assistance to right-wing death 
squads in Latin America. Christian David 
himself worked with death squads in Brazil 
and Argentine, and successfully infiltrated 
the Tupamaros guerillas in Uruguay, 
betraying the identities of dozens of key 
members to the armed forces. In 1972 he 
was arrested in Brazil and extradited to the 
US where he is now serving a twenty year 
gaol sentence. 

But SAC and the Corsican mob fell vic- 
tim, in the early ’70s, to what has been call- 
ed ‘The Great Heroin Coup’.* American 
President Richard Nixon wanted an inter- 
national drive against the Corsican heroin 
network, and President Pompidou, who 
had succeeded de Gaulle in France, and 
who himself had been a victim of SAC dirty 
tricks campaigns in the past, needed little 
prompting to oblige with a campaign 
against ‘The French Connection’. Political-

ly, both Nixon and Pompidou had an in- 
terest in weakening SAC, which was an im- 
portant part of the hardline anti-American 
wing of Gaullism, and an obstacle to better 
relations between the two countries. During 
1972 and 1973 dozens of key figures in the 
Ricord/SAC network (including David) 
were either arrested or shot dead in inter- 
gang wars. About half of those arrested or 
killed were SAC members. The Marseilles 
heroin labs were raided and closed down, 
and a $30 million handout from Nixon per- 
suaded the Turkish authorities to clamp 
down on opium production. SAC and the 
Corsican mob were decimated, but what 
was not generally foreseen was that the

American-Italian mafia, with assistance 
from Cuban-emigre organised crime, were 
standing ready to fill the vacuum with 
heroin supplies from the ‘Golden Triangle’ 
of South-East Asia. 


Nazi terror 


A further blow to SAC came when Pom- 
pidou announced a purge of all members 
who had criminal records — about 7,000 
were expelled. But at this point, links with 
more sinister forces on the far-right were 
established. Many of those expelled fled to 
Spain and Portugal where they became in- 
volved with Nazi terrorist groups, including 
the Paladin Group and Aginter Press. 
Paladin was an agency for recruiting fascist 
mercenaries, and was run from Spain by 
former Nazi ‘war hero’ Otto Skorzeny. The 
Lisbon-based Aginter Press, a phoney press 
agency launched in 1962, was actually a co- 
ordinating centre for Nazi terror groups. 
When its offices were raided during the 
April 1974 revolution in Portugal, it was 
discovered that key figures in its operations 
were wanted terrorists like the Italians 
Stefano delle Chiaie and Clemente Gra- 
ziani. Its founders, ex-OAS leader Yves 
Guerin Serac and ex-Waffen SS man 
Robert Leroy, are now widely believed to 
have been the architects of the ‘Strategy of 
Tension’ which Italian Nazis launched in 
the late 1960s. Another Aginter leader, the 
mercenary Jean Kay, was involved in 1976 
in setting up the Dassault swindle, when the 
French aircraft manufacturer was robbed 
of over $1.5 million. Some of the money 
went to Lebanese Phalangists, and some 
may have been used to finance bank raids, 
including the famous sewer robbery at the 
Societé Generale Bank in Nice. Gold bars 
from this raid were later discovered during 
Spanish police raids on leaders of the 
Spanish Guerillas of Christ the King, during 
a search for delle Chiaie, Guerin Serac and 
others for their part in an armed attack ona 
Carlist rally in Montejurra in late 1976. The 
police also found Ingram M-10 machine 
pistols, manufactured by Mitch WerBell’s 


Military Armaments Corporation in the US 
and supposedly supplied only to national 
intelligence services. 

In December 1974, Guerin Serac and 
Graziani had attended a top level Nazi 
meeting at Lyons, which also included 
members of the Spanish CEDADE and 
Latin American groups. The meeting was 
part of an attempt to set up an arms net- 
work, under the guise of an import-export 
firm called MGM. Also involved was 
another Paladin leader Pierre Debbaudt. It 
was organised by the New European Order. 


Documents 


The Massie killings have once again focused 
attention on the links between SAC and the 
paramilitary right. According to Bruno 
Finochietti, a self-confessed neo-Nazi and a 
member of the SAC squad accused of the 
murders, part of the team’s mission involv- 
ed recovering compromising documents 
which Massie held as a SAC regional of- 
ficial. Some of these apparently implicated 
SAC members in bomb attacks on left-wing 
targets in Marseilles late last year, including 
one on a print shop in which a person was 
killed. Other documents are alleged to have 
linked SAC to underworld figures, to 
strike-breaking operations, including the 
murder of a picket in Rheims, and to a 
number of robberies. Massie is also though 
to have infuriated other members of SAC 
by syphoning off the proceeds of a gun- 
running racket. Since 1977 he was part of a 
small masonic group ‘Les Templiers’ (The 
Templars) which operated within SAC and 
is reported to have been linked with the 
Italian P2 lodge. The Templars were ob- 
taining guns from Turkish sources and sup- 
plying them to right-wing hit-teams in Spain 
and Italy. Massie was accused by other 
members of diverting over two million 
francs, the proceeds of a deal completed 
last March, to Giscard d’Estaing’s presiden- 
tial election campaign funds. SAC was sup- 
porting Jacques Chirac’s campaign, but 
Massie, who had contested a municipal 
election for Chirac’s RPR in 1977, was 
backing Giscard, and served as one of his 
bodyguards when he visited Marseilles for 
an election rally during the campaign. 


Assassination 


Another of the accused, Ange Pelotti, has 
confessed to police that SAC planned to 
assassinate Francois Mitterand, the suc- 
cessful Socialist candidate, and the Mayor 
of Marseilles, Gaston Deferre, who has 
become Interior Minister under the new ad- 
ministration. Mitterand was to have been 
shot at an election rally at Avignon on April 
4th. The second plot has been confirmed by 
Lionel Collard, another member of the hit 
team, who has told police that he was of- 
fered a two million franc ‘contract’ to kill 
Deferre. 

Police are also investigating the sudden 
disappearance of Yves Courtois, the local 
SAC treasurer, who vanished immediately 
after Mitterand’s election. Courtois made 
frequent trips to Corsica where he is 
thought to have been involved in SAC 
operations against separatist groups. One 
report has linked him to the bomb blast at 


Ajaccio Airport last April during a visit by 
President Giscard d’Estaing. 

The full effect of the current scandal has 
yet to be seen, but coming as it does with 
the election of an administration which 
does not have direct links to SAC, the latest 
outrage may prove to be the organisation’s 
undoing. Already the investigating is spill- 
ing well beyond the Marseilles killings, and 
if the French authorities are successful in 
their latest attempt to have Christian David 
extradited from the United States, much 
more may be revealed.

SOUTH AFRICA 





New funds for 
armed Right 


DR ALBERT HERZOG, the 82 year old 
Afrikaaner politician who was expelled 
from the National Party in 1969 and found- 
ed the far-right Herstigte Nasionale Party, 
is now linked with the paramilitary 
Afrikaaner Resistance Movement according 
to recent reports in the South African press. 

The Rand Daily Mail, quoting ‘reliable 
sources’, reported in late July that Herzog 
was providing funds for both the ARM and 
the equally right-wing Kappie Kommando. 

The ARM sprang to public notice two 
years ago when a group of its members 
publicly tarred and feathered a liberal 
academic during a lecture. The group was 
led by the movement’s current leader 
Eugene Terre’blanche. According to a 
number of South African newspapers, the 
ARM has recently formed its own para- 
military commando who ride motorcycles 
and wear uniforms ‘‘strongly reminiscent of 
those worn by Nazi stormtroopers’’. It also 
plans to form an English-speaking wing 
which will recruit Rhodesians and British 
immigrants, and claims to be recruiting 
heavily amongst German, Dutch and Italian 
settlers. 

Jan Groenewald, ARM’s secretary, 
refused to confirm to the Rand Daily Mail 
that Herzog was providing money for the 
organisation, but he did say that: ‘‘You 
must not forget that a person of Dr 
Herzog’s experience would be a valuble 
asset . . . with the advice that he can offer 
on matters such as local government, 
labour, mining and postal matters. We have 
the highest regard for what he has done and 
for what he is presently doing’’. This 
remark is taken as a reference to Herzog’s 
involvement in efforts to bring together a 
number of disparate Afrikaaner and right- 
wing groups into a single body which can 
pose an effective challenge to what right- 
wingers see as the compromise policies of 
Prime Minister P.W. Botha. 
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CARF was previously an independent paper which grew out of the confederation of London’s anti- 
racist/anti-fascist groups. CARF (now produced by a Collective) since December 1979 has had a 
monthly section in Searchlight in which important matters in the anti-racist fight are analysed and 
discussed. 
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HOMELESS? GO HOME 


Some local authorities have always 
shown their unwillingness to house 
homeless black people, and have 
resorted to all sorts of dirty tricks to 
avoid their legal duties. Last year we 
reported how Ealing refused to house a 
man and his two children, who were 
evicted from their flat and who had liv- 
ed in England for several years, on the 
grounds that this man had a part-share 
in a house in India and so was not 
homeless. Hillingdon, you may 
remember, was the authority which 
dumped a black family on the steps of 
the Foreign Office, while continuing to 
house white immigrants from Zim- 
babwe. 

When these authorities cannot wrig- 
gle out of their obligations completely, 
their trick is to house a family tem- 
porarily and then make them one offer, 
of shoddy, substandard accommoda- 
tion. The family then has to choose 
whether to accept that accommoda- 
tion or be thrown out on the streets. 
Just a few weeks ago an Indian mother 
of two toddlers and 8% months preg- 
nant was threatened with eviction from 
temporary accommodation for refus- 


ing the offer of a third-floor flat in a 
block with no lift and no access to a 
public telephone — after she had told 
Council officials that she was in danger 
of rupturing her womb if she did not 
get to hospital immediately when 
labour pains began. 

Until now it has often been impossi- 
ble to get these authorities to back 
down by threatening or beginning legal 
action. But now the Court of Appeal 
has given heart to all the racists in 
housing departments by its decision in 
Islam v Hillingdon. 

Mr Islam came here 15 years ago and 
returned every now and then to 
Bangladesh. In 1974 he applied for his 
wife and 4 children to join him. The ap- 
plication took six years to process. In 
1980 they were granted entry cer- 
tificates. Mr Islam’s landlord said he 
could have an extra room when they ar- 
rived. But then, on their arrival, he 
changed his mind, and the whole fami- 
ly was thrown out. They applied for 
housing as an homeless family. Hill- 
ingdon said they were not eligible 
because /t was not reasonable for Mr Islam 
to live with his wife and children. Their 


alternative reason was that they were 
intentionally homeless because he had 
caused them to leave accommodation 
(in Bangladesh) which they could have 
stayed in! 

The Court of Appeal did not go along 
with the reasons for Hillingdon’s deci- 
sion but agreed that the family was not 
eligible for housing. They arrived at 
their decision by some very tortuous 
reasoning of their own. One argument 
was that since Mr Islam was married he 
was notionally in occupation of the 
house in Bangladesh all the time he 
was really living in England, and so had 
notionally left the Bangladesh house 
when his wife and children left it! 
Another argument was that it was Mr 
Islam’s fault that his family was 
evicted, since he had brought them 
over here. Yet another line of reasoning 
was that the family’s real home was a 
compound of the room in Hillingdon 
and the house in Bangladesh, so that 
presumably the family was not really 
homeless. 

It would have been so much simpler 
for the judges to come out with what 
they really meant: Go home Mr Islam.

WEST GERMANY 





Veteran Nazi 
back in gaol 


VETERAN GERMAN Nazi Erwin Schon- 
born is back in gaol again in the Federal 
Republic only a few weeks after completing 
an eight month sentence on defamation 
charges. 

Schonborn, who writes and publishes 
material denying the holocaust, was releas- 
ed in June after serving a term in Dieberg 
prison, where he did prison work with con- 
victed Nazi terrorist Michael Kuhnen. He 
went back into action almost immediately, 
working from a Nazi bookshop in 
Frankfurt. Later he appeared at a ‘‘Duty to 
Democracy”’ rally in the city. 

In July however, he was sentenced to a 
further thirty-two months in gaol on 
charges of insulting and slandering the 
VVN, incitement and defaming the memory 
of the dead. The judges concluded that ‘‘he 
contributed to a spiritual climate in which 
his young followers, influenced by his 
ideas, tried to pursue their political ideals 
through the use of violence’’. This referred 
to violent attacks launched by young 
members of Schonborn’s circle during the 
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European elections of 1979 and in 1980 in 
Frankfurt. 

In 1978, Schonborn issued an appeal call- 
ing for a ban on an Auschwitz Congress 
organised by the VVN in Cologne, describ- 
ing the VVN as ‘pro-bolshevist’ and the 
organisers of the event as ‘Kapos’ 
(prisoners who worked as guards in concen- 
tration camps). The appeal, which threaten- 
ed counter demonstrations if the local 
council in Cologne did not ban the Con- 
gress, was signed by leaders of a number of 
European Nazi groups, including Albert 
Eriksson of the recently banned Belgian 
VMO, Michael Faci, terror strategist of the 
banned French group FANE, and Michael 
Kuhnen, gaoled leader of the German ter- 
rorist group ANE. 

The British signatory to this document 
was Brighton-based British Movement 
organiser Martin Haine, who in the past ran 
a military regalia business called Waffen 
Nordics and sold Nazi memorabilia from a 
market stall in Brighton, until his license 
was revoked by the local council. 

Haine is an electrician by trade, and is, 
for some reason, known as ‘the postman’ 
on the Far Right. He has frequently travell- 
ed abroad on Nazi business and has been 
associated with a number of violent Euro- 
pean Nazi leaders. 


KARL Heinz Hoffman, leader of the 
banned Wehrsportegruppe Hoffman 
Truppe, has been charged in Nurem- 


burg in connection with the murder of 
a Jewish couple. 

Both Hoffman and his girlfriend Fran- 
ziska Birkmann were included in the war- 
rant issued in August by a Nuremburg 
magistrate. The case involves the deaths of 
Shlomo Lewin and his companion last 
November. Newspaper reports have sug- 
gested that there is considerable evidence in 
police hands to suggest that Hoffman and 
Birkmann were at the scene (see Searchlight 
74). 

The pair also face charges arising out of 
police raids on their castle at Ermreuth in 
June when a large haul of arms and ex- 
plosives was uncovered. 


TURKEY 


GREY WOLVES leader Alpaslan 
Turkes, currently on trial in Ankara, 
may yet escape the death sentence 
which he would face if convicted on 
charges of organising the Wolves cam- 
paign of terror which led up to the 1980 
military coup. 

Twice since the trial began in August, 
proceedings have been halted while Turkes 
was whisked into hospital for medical atten- 
tion. Many more delays and he will pass his 
sixty-fifth birthday before the trial is con- 
cluded and will, as a result, be exempt from 
the possibility of a death sentence. 
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RACIAL VIOLENCE 


Child attacked 


14 month old Mohammed Aziz was snatch- 
ed to safety by his father as a van mounted 
the pavement on the corner of Duckett 
Street, Stepney, and headed straight for 
him with ‘‘a purely racist motive’. The 
driver, Daniel Adams, aged 19, admitted 
two charges of reckless driving and com- 
mon assault arising out of this attack and a 
similar one on a 17 year old Asian, but was 
acquitted of two charges of attempted 
grievous bodily harm. He told police that 
he had been given ‘dirty looks’ by some 
Asians the previous week and had wanted 
to get his own back. He was remanded in 
custody for three weeks while social inquiry 
reports were completed. (East End News 
31.7.81.) 


Car brakes sabotaged 

An Asian shop-owner narrowly escaped a 
serious accident when he discovered the 
brake pipe of his car had been cut and the 
radiator vandalised. Mr Vijay Rajpal said it 
was the third time something like this had 
happened to him. ‘‘First my shop windows 
were broken, then my car was set on fire. 
They could well have been racialist 
attacks’’. Police are treating the crime 
“‘very seriously indeed’’, but said it was too 
early to assess the motives behind the crime, 
although they ‘‘could have been racial’. 
(Luton News 30.7.81.) 


Attack cripples welfare officer 

Two young men were jailed for five years 
for their brutal attack on a Jamaican-born 
welfare officer. The two men followed Mr 
Hubert Adams and his wife as they left a 
restaurant in Stoke Newington, knocked 
Mr Adams to the ground and stamped on 
his face and body, leaving his ankles severe- 
ly fractured. Mr Adams is now crippled for 
life. One of the accused admitted, when 
questioned by the police, that he had at- 
tacked him ‘‘because he was black’’. (East 
End News 24.7.81.) 


Attack on cyclist 

A 15 year old Asian schoolboy was pulled 
off his bicycle and kicked on the ground in 
Feltham by a group of five skinheads. 
Kevin Fidler, aged 18, was fined £200 for 
the assault. When asked why he had attack- 
ed the boy, he replied he had been told the 
boy was responsible for hitting a youth the 
previous week. (Middlesex Chronicle 
24.7.81.) 


Airgun attack on restaurant 


A youth who thought he would “‘get his 
own back’’ for the Brixton riots was 


sentenced to Borstal training for his attack 
on an Indian restaurant in Winchester. The 
attack began when the youth fired airgun 
pellets into the door of the restaurant and 
then waved the gun at the owner. He then 
used the butt of the gun to smash the door 
panels and then smashed the window of a 
police car which had arrived to investigate 
the incident. The judge told the youth, ‘it 
has got to be recognised by you and others 
like you that the courts are not going to 
tolerate action by young men against the 
coloured community around here’’. (Port- 
smouth News 21.7.81.) 


Victims of gang attack 

Mr Ismaial Patel was taken to hospital suf- 
fering from a fractured skull and cuts to his 
face after a skinhead gang — around 25 in 
number — attacked him. The incident arose 
as Mr Patel was on his way to a mosque. 
Two youths approached him and shouted 
abuse but Mr Patel chased them away. 
When he returned home, he found a brick 
had been thrown through his window. With 
some friends he then went looking for the 
gang and when they found them, a fight 
broke out. Police are not prepared to say if 
the attack was racially motivated, but Mrs 
Patel and her children are convinced it is 
and are staying with friends in fear of 
another attack. (Stratford & Newham Ex- 
press 25.7.81.) 


Bangor 


Six youths from Bangor were given prison 
sentences for their part in an attack on the 
Toc H Centre Hostel where a group of 
black youths from London were staying. 
Bricks and stones were thrown and two 
windows, some guttering and a mini-bus 
windscreen were damaged. The incident 
arose following an exchange of verbal abuse 
between the two groups of youths outside a 
pub. The white youths increased their 
numbers and made their way to the centre 
shouting National Front slogans. (North 
Wales Chronicle 16.7.81.) 


Shop windows broken 


An Asian shopkeeper in Stevenage has had 
his windows broken twice in two weeks and 
between the two incidents he found a racist 
leaflet pushed through the letterbox of his 
shop. Mr Rajani said the window-smashing 
incidents were the culmination of five 
weeks of harassment by youths whom he 
believes live locally. Supt. John Ratcliff of 
Stevenage police said there was no evidence 
to suggest the incidents were racially 
motivated. But, as Mr Rajani commented, 
“It seems very strange that the other four 
shops in this row have never been damaged 
at all while my shop has been damaged 
twice’’. (Stevenage Gazette 23.7.81.) 


Newham dossier of hate 

The Newham Monitoring Project — a 
group composed of local councillors, 
Labour party and trade union members and 
black and white community leaders — has 
compiled a dossier of racial violence and 
harassment in Newham. The report details 
over 60 case histories, ranging from ‘‘black 
children being harassed in the streets to the 
petrol-bombings of homes’’, mainly carried 


out by neo-Nazi youth organisations. The 
group want a top-level inquiry into the ex- 
tent of racial violence in Newham and are 
also seeking an inquiry, by a GLC wat- 
chdog group, into local police. ‘‘One of our 
main criticisms is policing’’, said Cllr 
McAulay. ‘‘The lack of officers and speed 
of action has lead to an increase in 
racialism’’. (Newham Recorder 6.8.81.) 


RACIST ATTACK IN SCHOOL 


Staff at Greenhead Grammar School, 
Keighley, have begun an internal inquiry in- 
to racism in the classrooms after two at- 
tacks on an Asian pupil. Three teenagers 
were suspended after a crowd of 50 white 
youths surrounded a Pakistani boy and at- 
tacked him. An emergency meeting of 
political, religious and community leaders 
was called to discuss the spate of attacks on 
Asians in the town’s Lawkholme area. Mr 
Mike Breeze, a youth worker at Greenhead, 
told the meeting ‘‘We have been aware of 
tension building up for some time’’. 
(Telegraph & Argus Bradford 24.7.81.) 


ARSON ATTACKS 


A Pakistani diplomat visited Newcastle in 
the wake of a fire-bomb attack on an Asian 
family. Mr and Mrs Ahmed and their 
children escaped injury, but Mr Ahmed’s 
brother, Mohammez Zaffer, was taken to 
hospital in a critical condition after an in- 
flammable liquid was poured through the 
letterbox and lit. The diplomat, who is head 
of chancery at the Pakistani Embassy in 
London, held informal talks with Nor- 
thumbria’s Chief Constable, Mr Stanley 
Bailey, and expressed his confidence in the 
local police. (Northern Echo 11.8.81.) 


A petrol bomb was thrown at a small super- 
market in Little Hulton owned by an Asian 
family. The owner’s son, Mr Mohammed 
Yasim, saw a gang of youths outside, one of 
whom lit the petrol bomb and flung it at the 
shop. (Evening News Bolton 24.7.81.) 


The father of a youth who threw a fire 
bomb into the home of an Asian family, 
has accused fascists of ruining the life of his 
teenage son. 

‘*They are like drug peddlars’’, he said. 

“Our society would be a better place if 
they were wiped out. They should be put on 
Devil’s Island to stop their insidious in- 
fluence’’. 

The youth, and two friends, all 16, had 
collected racist clippings and posters, and 
been involved in a campaign of harassment 
against Asians, smashing windows and 
daubing slogans. 

On August Ist they made a firebomb 
from white spirit, and hurled it through the 
window of Mr Prakesh Kalair’s home. Mr 
Kalair was able to save his family by throw- 
ing the bomb back out through the window. 

The youths, who were all found guilty, 
were sent to the Crown Court for sentenc- 
ing, with a recommendation for Borstal 
training. (Milton Keynes Gazette 4.9.81.) 
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HF. ¥e 00) POO POLICE ARREST BLACK 
YOUTHS ON CONSPIRACY CHARGES... 


TWELVE Asian youths have been 
charged in Bradford with ‘‘conspiracy 
to cause damage or destruction by fire 
or explosion’? and ‘‘conspiracy to 
cause grievious bodily harm’’. The 
youths are said to have made petrol 
bombs for use during riots, but it has 
now emerged that the petrol bombs 
were found six days after the first of 
the youths was detained. 

On 30 July police claimed to ha 
‘‘smashed a huge petrol bomb ‘factory’ ”’ 
and of having carried out an operation in 
which raids were made on three houses (in 
the Yorkshire area), following which four 
men were detained (Sheffield Star 30.7.81). 
But by August 1 10 Asian youths first ap- 
pear before magistrates and are remand- 
ed in custody until August 5. Police claim 
that it is only by their swift action that the 
use of the bombs was ‘pre-empted’, but do 
not add what that actual use was to be (and 
are equally vague as to when and where the 
bombs were found). They add that they are 
searching for ‘‘two other men from the 
Bradford area and other people outside the 
county”? (Guardian 1.8.81). 

By August 5, 11 Asian youths appear 


before magistrates where they are charged 
and further remanded until August 13. The 
defence puts forward a plea of ‘not guilty’ 
but prosecution oppose bail on the grounds 
that ‘‘this is a serious conspiracy in which 
each man has played his individual part’’. 
During the procedures it first comes to light 
that the petrol bombs were found six days 
after the so-called ‘ringleaders’ of the 
United Black League were arrested. The 
police claim that the youths met on July 11 
and planned to make petrol bombs for use 
during riots — their targets were to be 
‘‘police, businesses and skinheads’’. When 
the police arrested the ringleaders later that 
day it is alleged that the other youths decid- 
ed not to use the bombs (Daily Telegraph, 
Guardian 6.8.81). 

By August 13, 12 Asian youths make a 
third appearance before magistrates; 11 are 
further remanded until August 10. Another 
unsuccessful application for bail is made 
and the defence points to the enormous 
public support generated for the accused. 
As the magistrate appeals for ‘quick 
justice’, outside the court protestors from 
the July llth Action Committee 
demonstrate for the youth’s release (Guar- 
dian 14.8.81). 


The July 11th Action Committee has 
been formed to offer support and to defend 
the imprisoned youths. The committee has 
organised rallies, meetings and has been 
vocal in support outside the magistrate’s 
court. A leaflet issued by the committee 
points to the contradictions in the actual br- 
inging of this case to court. It argues that 
the police remained silent whilst the com- 
munity suffered constant racist attacks, 
that whilst ‘‘murderers and fire bombers 
speak openly of their organised violence’’, 
the ‘‘police do nothing’’. Out of this situa- 
tion arises the need for the community to 
defend itself and it is the youth that takes 
on this defensive role. These arrests now 
prove that it is time for the community to 
protect the youth, as the youth is, in fact, 
their only protection, ‘‘they have defended 
our community we must now defend them’’ 
. . . July 11th Committee statement). 

On the night of August 22 the premises 
used by the July 11th Action Committee — 
Textile Hall, the offices of the Bradford 
West Indian Association — was destroyed 
by fire. According to Bradford Trades 
Council police received a call last month 
threatening to burn or bomb the building 
. . . (Guardian 24.8.81). 





Mee OBS PUURS ROeS BUT REFUSE 
TO QUESTION LOCAL FASCISTS 


AFTER RACIST MURDER 


It is three months since Mrs Par- 
veen Khan and her three children 
were murdered when petrol was 
poured through the letter box of 
their Walthamstow home and set 
alight. 


In that time the police seem to have 
given up any pretence of a serious in- 
vestigation to find the assassin. 

The murder squad has been reduced 
from 39 officers to nine or less. They 
have moved the operation from 
Leytonstone incident room, which is 
easily accessible to local people, to 
Chigwell several miles away. And they 
have refused to consider seriously a 
racist motive for the arson. 

Instead they harass and question 
friends of the survivor of the blaze, the 
father, Mr Yunis Khan. 

Walthamstow MP Eric Deakins has 
accused the police of “‘being led up a 
blind alley”. 

Indeed, head of the murder squad 
Chief Superintendent Colin Ashdown 
openly told the local community rela- 
tions officer they had not been able to 
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investigate local fascist groups 
because ‘we haven't got any files’. Yet 
Yunis Khan had no enemies. He was 
well liked by his neighbours, was not 
heavily involved in the politics of the 
Asian community, preferring to spend 
his time in organisations like the 
parent-teacher association of the 
school which Aqsa (9) and Kamran (10) 
attended before their death. 

The police attitude is no surprise to 
the local Asian community. In January 
1979, 50 year old Mukhtar Ahmad died 
in an arson attack on his home in 
Falmer Road, Walthamstow. The pro- 
cedure was the same, petrol through 
the letter box while the family slept in 
the early hours of the morning. 

After ten weeks of puzzling, the 
police decided to charge one of the 
dead man’s sons Mashkoor with the 
murder. Their only evidence was an 
empty petrol can in his car. An Old 
Bailey judge dismissed the case 
without having to hear the defence. He 
told police they had wasted the court’s 
time. Yet the Khan murder squad have 
neglected to re-open the case. Also in 


1979 two young Asian children died in a 
mystery blaze in their home, a mile 
away in Chingford. 

Local firemen still feel this coula 
have also been an arson attack. And 
since the Khan murders a clothes shop 
belonging to an Asian in Leytonstone 
was firebombed without reason. 

Threatening phone calls have been 
received by many members of the 
Asian community but detectives have 
failed to conduct a thorough investiga- 
tion on almost every occasion. 

Street attacks and racist harassment 
at home and at work have also shown a 
dramatic increase, partially due to the 
siege mentality caused in the area on 
the day of the Khan funeral by police 
who told shopkeepers there was “go- 
ing to be a riot”. 

It is no wonder Yunis Khan on his 
return from hospital to a life without 
his wife and children said: “! hope the 
culprits will be brought to justice. The 
police, though, are going in the wrong 
direction. They are making enquiries 
among my friends and those | work 
with. None of them would harm me”. 
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SOUTHALL: the birth of a black com- 
munity

“On April 23, 1979, a whole communi- 
ty took to the streets of Southall to 
protest at the invasion of its town... 
2,756 police, including Special Patrol 
Group units, with horses, dogs, vans, 
riot shields and a helicopter, were sent 
in to crush the protest What 
brought the whole community of 
Southall — men and women, the old 
and the young, Asians, West Indians 
and white anti-racists — onto the 
streets on April 23? What were the 
struggles and experiences of the 
Southall people, in work, in housing, 
in schools and on the streets, that had 
prepared the way for such a show of 
common purpose? CARF set out to 
answer these questions, and in the pro- 
cess of writing the history of the strug- 
gles in one community revealed a pat- 
tern of racism and resistance from the 
1950s to the present day.”’ 

The pamphlet connects and analyses 
events that have hitherto been isolated — 
the Woolf’s strike of 1965, the struggle 
against the bussing of Asian children, the 
march of white workers in support of 
Powell, the Pulé report on the police, the 
response to the murder of Gurdip Singh 
Chaggar. But we have researched many 
more incidents, carried out endless inter- 
views, examined archives and photos — to 
weave for the first time a complete history 
of black struggle in one community. 


The first black workers 


It describes Southall’s first black settlers in 
the 1950s, their indifferent reception by 
British society and their resort to mutual 
support in the Indian Workers’ Associa- 
tion, the Sikh temple, the West Indian 
Association. To find a job was easy given 
Britain’s war-torn economy, but the work 
was always low-paid, unskilled, in areas 
where conditions were poor, promotion 
and security non-existent. Asian workers 
were often in the vanguard of industrial 
disputes and, finding that their white co- 
workers and unions would not take up the 
cause, they turned to traditional sources of 
support in their own community. Thus, the 
Woolf’s strike in Southall, one of the first 
ever strikes of black workers, was to pro- 
vide a model for later disputes throughout 
Britain. 


Resisting white racialism 


With the arrival of the workers’ wives and 
children, blacks in Southall faced an 
onslaught from white racialists who, 
organised by fascists, lobbied against Asian 





children in schools and formed the Southall 
Residents Association to fight black settle- 
ment. Official attitudes changed — ad hoc 
policies were brought in to allay ‘white 
fears’. The bussing of black children started 
in 1963, overcrowding notices were served 
on black landlords with a vengeance. And 
from the early 1960s to date Southall was 
systematically neglected by successive 
Labour- and Tory-controlled councils. It 
was the resistance and struggle of the Asian 
community that turned a would-be-ghetto 
into a self-reliant Asian town. And the 
struggles against bussing, against ESN 
schooling, against police brutality, against 
immigration controls, against organised 
racialism, have lasted from the 1960s till to- 
day. 


Growing up black in Britain 


The black youth who were born and/or 
educated here brought a new dimension to 
struggle. They experienced racialism every 
day in the schools, the playgrounds, the 
streets and the clubs. (Ironically, it was in 
the fight against police harassment and 
white racialist attackers that unity between 
West Indians and Asian youth was forged.) 
When Gurdip Singh Chaggar was murdered 
in Southall in 1976, the youth were no 
longer satisfied with the way their parents 
organised. For the latter had based their 
organisation on traditional forms brought 
from the Indian sub-continent; the youths’ 
resistance had been formed here and it call- 
ed for a more strident and direct form of 
self-defence. The Southall Youth Move- 
ment (mainly Asian) and Peoples Unite 
(mainly West Indian) were formed in the 
wake of Chaggar’s death. Both were to play 
key roles on April 23, 1979. 


Southall 1981 


Each stage of struggle built on the ex- 
periences and victories of the previous 
stage, each new onslaught of racism 
demanded new and more militant 
responses. When, on July 3, ,1981 three 
coachloads of racialist skinheads from the 
East End of London came to Southall for a 
concert at the Hambrough Tavern, the local 
black youth burned down the pub and sent 


the skinheads packing. It represented the 
culmination of three decades of black strug- 
gle. The whole community was behind the 
youth, overwhelmingly relieved that at long 
last their racist attackers had been beaten 
off decisively. 

To sum up from the pamphlet itself: 
‘‘There are many Southalls: black com- 
munities built on the rubble of decaying in- 
ner cities ... from those very handicaps 

. of the urban ghetto, against the un- 
wavering racism of governments, 
employers, unions, police and courts — 
with little more than the traditions and 
strengths they had brought with them — 
black people built themselves their com- 
munities. And it is the knowledge and pride 
of that achievement that binds the com- 
munities of Brick Lane, Brixton, Southall, 
Moss Side, Lumb Lane, Chapeltown, 
Handsworth and makes them ‘no go’ areas 
for police harassment and fascist tyranny 
alike’.

IMMIGRATION 


Cynthia Gordon 

Jamaican-born Cynthia Gordon (see Sear- 
chlight 72) has won her three-year battle 
against a Home Office deportation order. 
Home Office minister Timothy Raison 
maintained that Mrs Gordon’s cir- 
cumstances did not qualify her for settle- 
ment, but he has decided to exercise discre- 
tion in her favour and allow her to stay. 
(Guardian 14.8.81.) 





Sheffield housing row 


Asian community leaders in Sheffield have 
attacked housing officials who demand to 
see passports before dealing with routine 
queries. In one case the council bought the 
home of an immigrant as part of a clearance 
programme, without once asking for iden- 
tification. But on applying to be rehoused, 
the housing department asked him to pro- 
duce his passport. Director of Housing 
Harry Skidmore said that passports were 
only asked for in order to record the correct 
spelling of names. But the Asian Welfare 
Association is puzzled why the council 
should need a passport to check the name 
of a person who has been on their records 
as a ratepayer for at least ten years. ‘‘It is 
insulting and degrading to be treated dif- 
ferently and asked for your passport 
because your skin is a different colour’’, 
said Mr Aktar Kayani, a community worker 
with the Association. (Morning Telegraph 
20.7.81.) 


Nasreen Akhtar 


After living in England for 4 years, Nasreen 
Akhtar and her children face deportation 
because she is separated from her husband. 
She has to appear before the Immigration 
Appeals Tribunal in London on October 
19, and unless there is strong and 
widespread support the Home Office will 
not let her stay. There will be a 
demonstration in Rochdale on October 17, 
and a picket at Thanet House, Strand, 
London at 1lam on October 19. For more 
details contact Rochdale 31491 (daytime). 
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Police face court charges 

Fifteen people from the Brixton area are to 
take legal action against the police for alleg- 
ed brutality arising out of the ‘riots’. One 
of them is Mrs Doreen Hanson, whose 13 
year old daughter was hit over the head by a 
police truncheon and left bleeding in the 


road. She was told by the police that if she. 


came back to the scene she would be killed. 
Mr Alvin Swaby, said that during the riots 
his home was invaded twice by the police. A 
writ has been served on the Metropolitan 
Police Commissioner alleging assault and 
battery and damage to his property. (The 
Times 6.8.81.) 


Brixton Defence Campaign 

The main task of the defence group is to 
protect and advance the legal interests of 
the more than 500 people charged in con- 
nection with the ‘‘Brixton Uprisings’’ of 
April and July 1981. 

In their recent bulletin, the defence cam- 
paign reports that raids by the police to ar- 
rest and re-arrest people are still going on. 
It is alleged that some of those arrested have 
been tricked or bullied into making 
statements admitting crimes they have not 
committed. Many of our officers carry 
arms on their dawn raids and they continue 
to make great use of thousands of press 
photographs handed over to the police, 
against the orders of the National Union of 
Journalists. The bulletin also reports that 
many defendants were remanded in prison 
where they were denied many of the normal 
privileges of those not yet convicted. 
Parents were often denied access to their 
children under 16 years of age in police 
custody and did not know for days to which 
remand centres their children had been 
sent. 

The Brixton Defence Campaign has set 
itself a target of £10,000. These funds will 
be used primarily to pay fines and legal 
costs of all defendants both black and 
white.

MANCHESTER 


Following the riots in Moss Side on 8.7.81, 
an informal public inquiry was set up in ear- 
ly August by the Greater Manchester Coun- 
cil under Mr Benet Hytner QC. Urging a 
boycott, the Moss Side Defence Committee 
said that the community had been pro- 
testing about police harassment, frame-ups 
and racism. The inquiry was powerless to 
protect anyone who gave evidence from 
prosecution, and the committee judged it 
inappropriate ‘‘at a time when police are 
still snatching people off the streets (Guar- 
dian 15.8.81). It was later reported that an 


unemployed security officer, Mr A. Doab, 
claimed he had been beaten up by two 
policemen for giving evidence to the inquiry 
(Morning Star 19.8.81). At the same time, 
unemployed, mainly black youths at Moss 
Side Manpower Services Commission said 
they did not want formal discussions with 
senior police as part of their course. Black 
organisations claimed that the youths’ op- 
position had led to threats of dismissals. 
The City Council’s plan to set up its own 
inquiry under Lord Scarman was turned 
down by the Home Secretary and they are 
now awaiting his reply to their request for 


’ someone else to lead it. (Guardian 20.8.81.) 


LIVERPOOL 


During the riots in Toxteth on 28.7.81, 
David Moore was crushed to death by a 
police vehicle. Also Paul Conroy was badly 
crushed on a pavement by a police van, 
then brutally handled by them in full view 
of television cameras. Michael Blaney 
alleges that a policeman, carrying a machete 
slashed him across the groin. It is usual for 
serious allegations about members of a 
police force to be investigated by members 
of another force. This is being done in the 
case of Moore and Blaney, but not for Con- 
roy. After a week of investigation the exter- 
nal investigation from Northumbria 
discovered the identity of the driver of the 
van which killed Moore (his name is being 
kept secret). On 7.8.81, the New Statesman 
showed that the Merseyside internal inquiry 
had ignored standard procedure by failing 
to interview witnesses to Conroy’s injury. 
This adds to the considerable disquiet 
which already surrounds the conduct of 
police inquiries on Merseyside. 

After a meeting between community 
leaders and the police, 3.8.81, the local 
Chief Constable Kenneth Oxford was at- 
tacked by demonstrators carrying wooden 
placards. They were protesting against Ox- 
ford’s accusation that the Toxteth Defence 
Committee was ‘‘harbouring black criminal 
elements’. Later, a large demonstration 
was held on 15 August demanding Oxford’s 
resignation and expressing outrage at police 
behaviour. 


POLICE 


Riot souvenir 

Policemen in Brixton have been told not to 
wear a special tie which commemorates the 
recent riot operations there whilst on duty. 
The tie has four flags running down the 
centre. Each stands for a letter of the 
alphabet as recognised under the interna- 
tional code of signals, and says ‘RIOT 81’ 
and LD — the code for Brixton police sta- 
tion. Ties commemorating certain police in- 
vestigations and operations, mainly those 
which were successful, are a tradition in the 
police force and the company which pro- 
duced the Brixton ties have had similar in- 
quiries from police in Toxteth. (Sunday 
Telegraph 2.8.81.) 


No warrant 

A dawn raid by police on an Indian man’s 
home was attacked as ‘pure harassment’ by 
Hounslow Law Centre. The raid occurred 


the morning after Mr Somnath Babber had 
appeared at Ealing Court over charges aris- 
ing from his work permit and was recom- 
mended for deportation. Police smashed 
down two doors and took away all of Mr 
Babber’s belongings, claiming they were ac- 
ting on a tip-off that stolen property was on 
the premises, but no charges were brought. 
When questioned by Mr Solly Osman of the 
Law Centre whether he had a search war- 
rant, Detective Constable Leader replied: 
“‘T can’t remember, I don’t think so’’. Mr 
Osman also wants to know why officers 
from Ealing, not Hounslow, carried out the 
raid. (Middlesex Chronicle 7.8.81.) 
Cover-up in Keighley... 

Keighley police admitted they had covered 
up three racially-motivated attacks because 
they ‘‘weren’t newsworthy’’. The attacks 
include an assault on an Asian pupil at 
Keighley school, during which a knuckle- 
duster was produced; vandalism to a 
Pakistani man’s car, and a mob threatening 
Asians in the Lawkholme area. These 
‘minor matters’ were the background to an 
anxious summit on racism in Keighley. 
(Keighley News 24.7.81.) 


. . and in Peterborough 


An attack on Pakistani religious leader 
Mullah Hfaz Malik was hushed up by the 
police in an attempt to cool matters in view 
of the recent ‘riots’ up and down the coun- 
try and the multi-racial carnival which was 
to take place two days after the attack. 
Peterborough city councillor Harmesh 
Lakhanpaul denied there would have been 
any trouble had the incident been publicised 
as most of the Asian community knew 
about it the next day and nearly 400 of them 
turned up to a meeting at the Asian 
Cultural Centre to discuss it. (Peterborough 
Adviser 16.7.81.) 


DEATH IN HOSPITAL 


The parents of a 12 year old boy West In- 
dian boy who died at St Ann’s Hospital, 
Tottenham, have demanded an immediate 
inquiry into his death. Anthony Hartley 
was taken to St Ann’s by his father follow- 
ing an asthma attack. He was put in an 
empty room at the far end of a children’s 
ward, a long way from the nurses’ desk. Mr 
Hartley left his son at 10pm when he saw he 
was comfortable, but Mrs Hartley, a ward 
sister at the Whittington Hospital, was 
telephoned at work the next morning and 
told that her son was dead. When the 
parents went to the hospital they found he 
had not been changed out of his day 
clothes, his lips were parched and his bed 
was soaked in urine. He had been given an 
intravenous drip containing the drug 
aminophylline, but had deteriorated during 
the night. 

The Hartleys are to take their case to 
local MP Norman Atkinson and have said 
there are several questions left unanswered: 
Why were they not told of their son’s 
deterioration during the night? Why was he 
not changed out of his day clothes? 

Mr Christopher Morris, Hospital Ad- 
ministrator, said he would discuss the case 
with senior medical staff and refer it to the 
coroner. (The Times 10.8.81.)
